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RECORD YEAR FOR ARSENIC. 


The maintained stability of the ar- 
senic market has been attracting at- 
tention from every branch of the chem- 
ical trade. The range of prices from 
January, 1906, up to the present time 
has established a record. Early in the 
year consumers were led to believe 

_ that supplies were unlimited and spot 
was quoted as low as 4%c., but during 
February conditions underwent a com- 
plete change, prices for spot advances 
to 12c., and very little was offered at 
that price. Since then prices have 
ranged from 4%c up to 8c., the latter 
quotation being current at the present 
time of writing. That the production 
of arsenic is well controlled goes with- 
out saying and supplies are kept just 
about equal to the demand, which has 
caused prices to rule remarkably 
steady. As most of the arsenic con- 
sumed is imported, it is rather difficult 
to analyze the situation at the supply 
sources and it appears strange that 
the United States, which is the leading 
consumer, has to depend largely on 
England, Germany and Spain for its 
supply, when there are extensive de- 
posits of arsenical ores in our own 
country. The production of American 
arsenic in 1905 amounted to 1,057,386 
pounds, valued at $35,210, representing 
an increase, as compared with the pro- 
duction in 1904, of 72,413 pounds, val- 
ued at $2,185. Reports state that the 
production of arsenic in this country 
will show marked expansion in the 
near future and owing to the enormous 
consumption in the United States it is 
expected that the chemical manufac- 
turing industries utilizing arsenic will 
progress also. The values attained 
early this year establish a record as 
far as high prices are concerned. The 
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next highest price being in 1901, when 
4c. was realized. 

The following table shows the high- 
est and lowest prices of white arsenic 
in the New York market for each 
month since January, 1901, and also the 
highest and lowest points touched in 
each year, from 1901 to November 17, 
1906, inclusive, These figures are 
based on the closing quotations each

PURE DRUG REGULATIONS. 


During the past fortnight numerous 
meetings have been held in New York 
by drug importers and dealers for the 
purpose of discussing the application 
of the new pure drug regulations and 
of suggesting desired changes to the 
proper Government authorities. The 
drug dealers have held two meetings 
which failed to result in anything 
definite; a committee appointed by the 
Metropolitan Drug Club has also been 
discussing the question; and another 
committee of the Drug Trade Section 
of the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, with Dr. William Jay 
Schieffelin as chairman, has been hard 
at work corresponding with Dr. Wiley. 
The net result has been to emphasize 
particularly the fact that the drug men 
were indifferent to a surprising degree 
at the time when active interest would 
have been most to their advantage; 
that is, when the commission of which 
Dr. Wiley is chairman, was sitting in 
New York. A vigorous presentation of 
their case at that time might have 
saved much trouble. It is never too 
late, however, and the present agitation 
has undoubtedly brought out some in- 
teresting points; the Reporter is in- 
formed, in fact, that a circular em- 
bodying the information so far ob- 
tained from the Government will short- 
ly be issued to members of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion by its Legislative Committee. 

A fact which the importers and deal- 
ers can not fail to recognize is that the 
law has come to stay and that the 
temper of Congress will probably be 
against making any changes until after 
it has been in operation for some time. 
As has been pointed out by Commis- 
sioner Gerry, however, the regulations, 
if found unsatisfactory, may be 
changed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, who would seem to be the proper 
person to whom representations ought 
to be made. No doubt some of the reg- 
ulations will be found irksome to hon- 
est dealers, but this is no more than 
might be expected from a law which 
is aimed primarily at the dishonest 
minority. In any event, the drug trade 
has the assurance, expressed by Dr. 
Wiley at the hearings on the tentative 
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that it is the desire of the 
Government to place the law in opera- 
tion with as little disturbance as pos- 
sible to the business of the country. 
With this promise of fair play the 
trade must, for the present at least,

THE SCARCITY OF OLIVE AND 
CUCUANUT OLLS. 


Early in the summer a large import- 
er of cocoanut oils predicted that all 
soap stocks would reach an unprece- 
dented high level in the fall. That the 
prediction was well founded is borne 
out by the fact that to-day there is 
but little yellow olive oil and palm 
oil On the spot, while stocks of cocoa- 
nut oils have been practically cleaned 
up. 

The olive crop this year both in 
Spain and Italy, especially in the form- 
er country, has been far short of that 
of previous years, and in some in- 
stances growers did not consider it 
worth while to gather the olives. 

The reasons for the scarcity of cocoa- 
nut oils and present high prices are at- 
tributed to the shortage of copra, the 
fact that these oils are being employed 
by Russian and other Continental con- 
sumers in the manufacture of butter, as 
well as to the refusal of manufacturers 
to keep their mills in operation, 

Soap manufacturers are reported to 
view the situation with alarm, inas- 
much as no early relief from the pres- 
ent stringency is promised. 
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OCTOBER PETROLEUM STA- 
TISTICS. 


The statistical situation during the 
month of October has undergone con- 
siderable further change as we inti- 
mated would likely be the case in our 
review of the preceding month. The 
total number of wells completed during 
October showed a decrease as was ex- 
pected owing to the advancing season 
and to the unprofitable results in most 
of the producing sections, but the new 
production showed an increase mainly 
attributed to the large wells obtained 
in Illinois and a few exceptionally good 
strikes in the older producing States. 
The average production of the new 
wells, however, was not materially in- 
creased owing to a rather large per- 
centage of failure to find oil, conse- 
quently operators in the fields are not 
disposed to extend their search for oil 
beyond limits which promise at least 
average results. The total production 
of the northern producing fields during 
the month of October amounted to 3,- 
286,040 barrels, which shows an increase 
of 175,634 barrels as compared with the 
total production during the preceding 
month. This increase was entirely un- 
expected and was no doubt highly grat- 
ifying to the producers. The total de- 
liveries during the month of October 
amounted to 4,969,286 barrels, showing 
an increase of 462,878 barrels. This 
large increase in deliveries refutes the 
contention made a month ago by some 
writers that the demand for the Amer- 
ican oil from abroad had suffered con- 
siderably for various reasons stated as 
it is well known that the home con- 
sumption had varied littl. We may 
expect the deliveries to continue heavy 
and possibly show further increase dur- 
ing the next few months, which will 
mean further drains upon the stocks 
held by the pipe lines. The total stocks 
in the possession of the pine line com- 
panies at the close of October amounted 
to 11,672,423 barrels, showing a decrease 
during the month of 1,004,602 barrels. 
This very large decrease in stocks is 
accounted for, of course, mainly by the 
increased deliveries. It may be well 
to note that the decrease in stocks in- 
cludes all the higher grades of crude 
oil. 

In the mid-continent fields, although 
the production has averaged consider- 
ably above 60,000 barrels a day during 
the month of October, the deliveries 
have shown a very gratifying increase 
and consequently the additions to the 
stocks have been much smaller. The 
deliveries during October were eonsid- 
erably larger than during September, 
the difference amounting to about 460,- 
000 barrels. The total is now stated 
at about 23,000,000 barrels. It is ex- 


pected, in consequence of this increased 
outlet for the oil, that renewed activity 
will be shown in development opera- 
tions and possibly there will again be 
large additions to the stocks above 
ground. The results of operations in 
these fields have been almost univer- 
sally successful and the incentive to the 
driller is therefore greater than in 
some of the older producing States. 
In the Texas and Louisiana fields 
development operations during October 
were rather more active and the result 
has been a considerable increase in the 
production although this is credited en- 
tirely to the Louisiana fields, the Texas 
fields in fact showing a small decrease 
in new production. The total produc- 
tion in the Texas fields during October 
amounted to 943,000 barrels and in the 
Louisiana fields to 606,000 barrels, mak- 
ing a total of 1,549,000 barrels. The 
total deliveries from the Texas and 
Louisiana fields amounted to 1,615,000 
barrels and as over 600,000 barrels were 
required for refinery and field con- 
sumption the total shows a large excess 
over production which had to be made 
up from the stocks in tankage. The 
stocks above ground have been re- 
duced to the extent of about 700,000 
barrels during the month of October. 


PEPPERMINT OIL UNSETTLED. 


The unsettled condition of the pep- 
permint oil market still exists to puzzle 
the local trade and to make impossible 
anything like an accurate gauge of the 
market. Although holders appear to 
have strong views, nevertheless little 
interest was shown in the reported low 
offerings from the West, and outside 
of a good demand for case oil for ez- 
port there seems to be very little ac- 
tivity. Quotations on spot have 
dropped to two dollars and fifty-five 
cents, so that somebody appears to 
have weakened. This, too, in the face 
of persistent reports from the West of 
a crop shortage. One thing must be 
taken into consideration, however, in 
commenting on the disinclination of 
dealers to take up low offers: some 
complaint has been made in regard to 
the quality of the oil shipped as prime 
and in some quarters it is asserted 
that lots sent on approval have been 
rejected. In this connection another 
factor that is rapidly assuming the 
greatest importance is the Food and 
Drugs Act, which will go into effect in 
about six weeks. Local offers of oil 
at very low prices are explained by 
some deailers as evidence of a desire to 
“unload” inferior oil before the first 
of the year. While there may be a 
great deal of truth in this theory, the 
effect on the market of such sales can 
not but be injurious, and if such a 
condition is actually coming about 
there will be no relief until the new 
year begins. Dealers in the meantime 
are very cautious about speculative 
buying, as the uncertainty of the situa- 
tion naturally produces hesitation in 
possible investors, at the chance of being 
compelled to wait for months, perhaps 
years, before turning their money. And 
to add to the difficulties, other reports 
which have come here from the West 
say that growers are holding out for 
higher prices, owing to the relatively 
high values in New York in the face of 
an unsteady market condition. It is no 
great wonder that even the most astute 
confess to be all at sea on the pepper- 
mint oil question.

PHOSPHATE ROCK SITUATION. 


Conditions governing the market for 
hard rock have been attracting wide 
attention, as prices have been gradual- 
ly advancing and, at present quota- 
tions on Florida hard rock are higher 
than they have been at any time for a 
number of years. The scarcity of rock, 
particularly of Florida, has developed 
into a problem difficult for producers 
to solve, as the demand has been 
steadily increasing and now exceeds 
the output. Shippers and miners have 
been taxed to their utmost to meet the 
demands of the trade and thus far the 
present year has been a strenuous one 
to all concerned in the industry. The 
rainy season was the heaviest in the 
history of the phosphate mining in- 
dustry for many “moons,” as well as 
floods from lakes and rivers, adding 
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considerable damage and delay in min- 
ing districts, particularly in the Dunn- 
ellon district, where work had to be 
abandoned until the waters receded. 
In the Mt. Pleasant district, labor con- 
tinues at a premium and rains have 
materially interfered with sun-dried 
rock handling. It is hoped that the 
opening of new mines will relieve the 
situation of the scarcity of good grades 
of hard rock, but according to reports 
the new deposits are of the lower 
grade. Miners refuse to make con- 
stracts for future deliveries, anticipating 
further substantial rises in prices. A 
recent sale at Mt. Pleasant covering a 
sizable lot of seventy-five per cent. 
rock at five dollars per ton for im- 
mediate delivery which price is the 
highest paid on record. At Savannah 
the demand continues brisk, and in 
most instances dealers are unable to 
book orders, owing to lack of supplies, 
due to most of the mines having sold 
their output up to the end of 1907. Ad- 
vices from Florida note that owing to 
the steady withdrawals of rock, miners 


have found it impossible to maintain 


the usual production,

It is a substantial ad- 
dition to the linseed oil industry of 
Chicago.

Bombay is developing a valuable ex- 
port trade in horns, horn meal, ana 
inanures of bones, which amounted tu 
$271,200 this year, as against $690,887 in. 
1905, Or an increase of 47% per cent. 
the material entering into this exporv 
nas been mainly going to waste until 
a mill was recently erected for utiliz- 
ing the horn and bones. There are 
other points where similar plants could 
be established with an assurance of 
profits. 


It is estimated that the output of the 
starch mills of Aroostook county, 
Maine, this year will be eight thou- 
sand tons of starch. Allowing 75 bar- 
rels of potatoes to a ton of starch, the 
consumption of the _ factories. will 
amount to 600,000 barrels, or 1,650,000 
bushels. The large output is attributed 
to the spread of the ‘‘scab” disease, 
which condenses a potato for the mar- 
ket, and to the poor transportation fa- 
cilities early in the season. 


Advices from Harrisburg, Pa., state 
that three pipe line concerns controlled 
by a large oil company filed notices 
in the State Department to-day of 
heavy increases in their capital stock. 
They are the Crescent Pipe Line Com- 
pany of Philadelphia, whose capital 
has been increased from $1,000,000 to $2,- 
000,000; the Southern Pipe Line Com- 
pany, Oil City, from $5,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000, and the Northern Pipe Line 
Company, Oil City, from $1,000,000 to 
$4,000,000,

The building will 
be of heavy mill construction with full 
sprinkler equipment, and is to be com- 
pleted by May 1. This is a new de- 
parture in the drug trade, as Ran- 
dolph street has heretofore been regard- 
ed as the center of the wholesale drug 
business in Chicago. 


William Goodrich & Co. have pur- 
chased from the Caswell Land Com- 
pany a tract of land of about five acres 
on Hopkins road, a quarter of a mile 
north of the Milwaukee, Wis., city 
limits. The Goodrich firm will move 
its linseed oil plant from its present 1lo- 
cation on Barclay street near Clinton 
street to the new site. This work will 
probably be undertaken within the next 
two months. The new plant, which will 
cost in the neighborhood of $100,000 
will, it is said, be one of the largest lin- 
seed oil plants in the West. 


Denatured alcohol will be manufac- 
tured by the Clifton Springs Distilling 
Co., of Cincinnati, O. It is said that 
this corporation is the first plant in the 
Middle West to order a special building 
for that work. Plans for the improve- 
ment are being made and will be in 
accordance with the rules laid down by 
the government for the manufacture of 
denaturized alcohol. The building will 
contain a private office and mixing 
room for the agent of the government, 
who will be provided with special keys 
for the several. departments which will 
come under his jurisdiction. The build- 
ing will be ironclad and one and one- 
half stories in height. Its dimensions 
will be 32 by 50 feet. 
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The annual meeting of shareholders 
of the Langdale’s Chemical Manure 
Company was held at Neweastle on 
the 20th ult. Out of a surplus of £6,087 
a dividend of 4 per eent. was declared, 
£1,000 added to the reserve and £727 
carried forward. The chairman gaid 
their position was much better than 
twelve years ago, when they had a 
bank overdraft of £20,000, which was 
only finally extinguished three years 


ago. He hoped the dividend had be- 
come a hardy annual, although he 
thought no industrial concern should 


pay less than 5 per cent. 


Consul-General Michael writes from 
Calcutta, that out of 13,000 tons of shel- 
lac, including button lac, exported from 
that city in 1905-6, 6,000 tons went di- 
rect to the United States. This is a 
large increase over any previous year 
of purchases of this article by the 
United States. The increased demand 
for shellac in the United States is saia 
to be due to the manufacture of gramo- 
phone, or talking machine, records. It 
is expected here that free alcohol will 
operate to increase the demand fo: 
shellac, as larger quantities of it wil 
be used in the manufacture of varnish 
and hats, 


The paint trade in Chicago has been 
unusually active during the past sum 
mer, due in large part to the increast 
in buildings of moderate size. The 
building permits show an increase in 
number of buildings erected, but a 
decrease in large constructions. In 
other words, the permits have been fo: 
residences and small flat buildings 
rather than for apartments and stores. 
fhis has called fur more paint for out- 
side work. The latest building sta- 
tistics show a substantial gain in num- 
ber of structures for which permits 
have been issued over last year but a 
decrease in valuation. 


The first denaturized alcohol plant 
on the Pacific coast is to be erected 
just outside of Portland, Ore., shortly 
after the first of next year. It is to 
be located on the 400 acre ranch on the 
peninsula between Columbia River and 
Columbia slough, which has been pur- 
chased by the Pacific Alco Fuel Com- 
pany, incorporated under the laws of 
Oregon with a capitalization of $150,- 
000. It is backed by Eastern capital. 
The plant will cost in the neighborhood 
of $50,000. Of the 400 acres in the ranch, 
it is expected that 350 acres will be 
planted in potatoes, which are used in 
the manufacture of the denatured al- 
eohol. As a side issue a considerable 
portion of the tract will be devoted to 
sugar beet culture. It is estimated that 
the potatoes will yield from 500 to 600 
bushels to the acre and the sugar beets 
from 30 to 40 tons, 
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John Price Wetherill. 


With the death of John Price Wetherill 
there passed away a man whose career in 
metallurgical circles has been most inter- 
esting and eventful. After a year’s illness 
at his home, 2014 Walnut street, Philadel- 
phia, death claimed him on Nov. 9, at 
the age of sixty-two years. 

Mr. Wetherill’s family, for several gen- 
erations has been connected with the lead 








and zine industries. His grandfather, 
John Price Wetherill, was one of the 


pioneers of the lead business in the United 
Siates and his father, Colonel Samuel 
Wetherill, was the inventor of the process 
for the manufacture of oxide of zinc di- 
rect from the ore. Mr. Wetherill was con- 
sulting engineer and a director of the New 
Jersey Zinc Company at the time of his 
decease. 

He was born in Belleville, N. Y., and 
received his early education in private 
schuvols and was graduated from the 
Polytechnic College of Philadelphia. He 
was connected with the mining engineer- 
ing department of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Company until 1880, 
when with several associates he closed a 
deal by purchasing the Lehigh Zinc Com- 
pany, at South Bethlehem, which town 
had only a short time before had its name 
changed from Wetherill. Later Mr. 
Wetherill entered into the New Jersey 
Zinc Company, and at the time of his 
death he was. vice-president of the 
Wetherill Real Estate Company. 

He held a prominent position in the club 
life of Philadelphia, and was one of the 
most popular members of the Philadelphia 
Art Club, as well as a member of the 
Union League, Rittenhouse, Philadelphia 
Country, Merion Cricket, Raduor Hunt, 
Society of the Cincinnati, Corinthian 
Yacht, New York Yacht, Biscayne Bay 
Yacht, Manufacturers’ clubs and also of 
the Sons of the Revolution. He was the 
organizer and for over ten years president 
of the Pohoqualine Fishing Association of 
monroe county. 

He is survived by a widow, who was 
Alice D. Cortright and six children, Ira 
Cortright Wetherill, Mrs. George C. Stout, 
Mrs. Grahame Wood, John Price Wethe- 
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Jr., William Chatlin Wetherill and 
August Heckscher Wetherill. 
The funeral services were held on Mon- 


day last at his home at noon and the body 


was placed in the Wetherill vault in 
Laurel Hill Cemetery.

Drug Importers Again Discuss 


Pure Food Law. 


The New York drug importers and 
held a second meeting last 
Tuesday afternoon in the rooms of the 
Board of Trade and Transportation for 
the purpose of discussing the pure food 
and drug regulations, and were again 
unsuccessful in coming to any definite 
A further adjournment 
was taken in order to secure an opinion 
from Washington. About two dozen 
representatives of different houses were 
present and John H. Stallman of Stall- 
man & Fulton, presided. 

Dr. William Jay Schieffelin read the 
letter which he had written to Commis- 
sioner James L. Gerry, covering several 
doubtful points, and Mr. Gerry’s reply; 
both these documents were published 
in last week’s issue of the Reporter. 
Commenting on this correspondence, 
Dr. Schieffelin declared that what Mr. 
Gerry said about previous regulations 
not being disturbed was important. The 
new law contains no repealing clause. 
Advantage should be taken, Dr. Schief- 
felin said, of the fact that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may change any 
regulations that prove to be unsatis- 
factory. The point to be emphasized 
particularly is that if goods are passed 
by the Custom House they may be 
shipped to any part of the country, so 
long as they remain in the original 
packages. In this opinion Mr. Stall- 
man coincided. Dr. Schieffelin also 
thought that broken bales or packages 
must be assayed if labeled with the 
name of the article, but if they are 
branded “not assayed” they come 
within the requirements of the law. 

Touching on what Dr. Schieffelin said 
regarding the absence of a repealing 
clause, Mr. Ballstein of Dodge & Olcott 
Co. pointed out that as he understands 
the law any previous regulation which 
was in contravention to the new stat- 
ute was ipso facto repealed by it. The 
omission of a repealing clause was an 
oversight, he said. 

Considerable discussion followed over 
the question whether, in the event of 
an article intended for technical pur- 
poses being branded “Not for Medi- ° 
cinal Purposes,” it would be exempt 
from the provisions of the law. Dr. 
Schieffelin thought it would; and he 
was appointed a committee of one, on 
motion of Mr. Rockhill, to communi- 
cate with Dr. Wiley on the matter. Mr. 
Stallman, however, questioned whether 
an opinion so obtained would be a cer- 
tain guide. The meeting adjourned 
subject to the call of the chair.

Cement for India. 


Consul-General William H. Michael, 
of Calcutta, reports that a great deal 
of cement is used in India in building 


operations. 

Portland cement is considered the t 
and is used for all particular work. 
used in laying brick walls in Sountetens, 
and wherever wood is used for structu 
purposes it is laid in cement whenever 
possible. Floors, moldings, cornices, and 
outside and inside trimmings are made of 
sand and cement. Wherever cement can 
be used to guard against vermin, - 
ally white ants, it is freely used. Houses 
that have flat roofs are covered with 
brick dust and particles of brick mixed 
with cement and stam down hard. 
Pitched roofs are covered with corrugated 
iron or tile and then solidy covered with 
cement and sand. These roofs last well 
and require little repair. Artificial stone 
is extensively manufactured and used in 
India for bu lding perosee and for pave- 
ments and walks. oors are laid in 
cement and made ornamental i embed- 
ding broken glass and china in figures in 
the body of the cement. The outsides of 
temples are made in the same way and 
are very use. a enti

The Approaching Session of Con- 


gress, 
Washington, Nov. 16, 1906. 


The final session of the Fifty-ninth 
Congress will convene December 3, or two 
weeks from next Monday. It will adjourn 
by constitutional limitation on March 4, 
and therefore will consist of barely sixty 
legislative days, taking into account the 
usual fortnignt’s holiday recess. In spite 
of the brevity of the session, however, it 
promises to be of far reaching importance 
to the business community, not only be- 
cause of the legislative program which 
the leaders have in view, but because of 
the efforts that will be made by special 
interests to secure the passage of num- 
erous measures, some of which are ex- 
ceedingly comprehensive. 

On the opening day of the session the 
Secretary of the Treasury will submit an 
estimate for an appropriation of several 
hundred thousand dollars for the enforce- 
ment of the recently enacted pure food 
and drug law. This statute takes effect 
on January 1, but aside from the current 
appropriation of the Departments charged 
with its enforcement, there is no money 
available to pay the costs of samples, an- 
alyses, the prosecution of offenders, etc., 
ete. It is probable that this appropria- 
tion will be inserted in the urgency de- 
ficiency bill and will be made immediately 
available. The right enforcement of the 
new law will then follow and a number of 
interesting questions arising thereunder 
will speedily be adjudicated in the federal 
courts. 

The study which the new free alcohol 
law and the regulations promulgated 
thereunder have received, since it was 
placed on the statute books last session, 
has developed a number of features in 
which the practice can safely be liberal- 
ized if Congress will pass the necessary 
supplemental legislation. It has since been 
found that a large class of manufacturers 
will be cut off from the benefits of the 
law because of the fact that the alcohol 
denatured with agents suited to their pro- 
ducts will closely resemble “liquid medi- 
cinal preparations,’’ at some stage of 
manufacture, although their finished pro- 
ducts do not come within this category. 
It- has also been discovered that there is 
no authority for the transportation of de- 
natured alcohol in tank cars or in pack- 
ages larger than the statutory spirit bar- 
rel, which holds about fifty gallons. With 
a view to cheapening denatured alcohol 
for heat, light and power and for general 
manufacturing purposes, it is desired to 
reduce the cost of transportation to a 
minimum aud to practically eliminate the 
present charge for packages, which aver- 
ages about 5 cents per gallon. It is be- 
lieved that Congress will promptly grant 
this legislation, possibly in the form of a 
joint resolution. With this relief, it is 
confidently beleved that denatured alcohol 
will soon be sold at a price approximating 
20 cents per commercial gallon. For 
lighting purposes, in view of the superior 
efficiency of alcohol, this is equal to kero- 
sene at 10 cents per gallon, which is less 
than the price of this article in most agri- 
cultural communities. 

Business men throughout the country 
will be interested in an effort that will be 
made at the coming session to secure 
further legislation on the subject of the 
federal control of freight rates, The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission is satis- 
fied that the present law grants sufficient 
authority for the correction of rate 
abuses of all kinds. Members of the Com- 
mission, however, are of the opinion that 


the question of classification is second 
only in importance to that of rates, and 
they therefore desire that authority be 


given them to control the classification of 
merchandise as well as the freight rate 
schedules thereon. President Roosevelt is 
credited with a desire to obtain legislation 
legalizing the so-called traffic association 
with the proviso that after the classifica- 
tions and rate schedules have been ad- 
quated by those organizations, they shall 
ye approved by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission before going into force. Such 
comprehensive changes would be of over- 
shadowing importance and the progress 
of the movement will be followed with 
the deepest interest. 

President Roosevelt will recommend to 
Congress the passage of a measure which 
has been outlined by James R. Garfield, 
chief of the Bureau of Corporations of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, 
and which is designed to provide a meas- 
ure of federal control of large combina- 
tions of capital doing an interstate busi- 
ness. It is proposed that the Bureau of 
Corporations shall license all corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate traffic in all 
commodities that might come within the 

neral category of ‘‘necessaries of life,’’ 
ncluding food and fuel supplies. An al- 
ternative proposition.to which the Presi- 
dent has also given some attention, would 
yoewite for the licensing of all corpora- 

ions doin, an interstate business. A 
measure which attracted very little at- 
tention last winter owing to the pressure 
of other matters, contained the germ of 
this idea. It was devised by Representa- 
tive Martin, of South Dakota, who sub- 
sequently explained it to the President 
and to Mr. Garfield, both of whom re- 
ceived it with considerable favor. The 














































project has since been elaborated and will 
be presented to Congress in the Presi- 
dent's forthcoming message. 

Two movements are now on foot look- 
ing to legislation on the subject of bank- 
ruptecy. The leading credit organizations 
of the country desire the passage of a bill 
now pending in the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee and providing a large number of 
amendments to the federal statute and 
which it is claimed will so perfect it as to 
remove all possible grounds of criticism. 
On the other hand, the friends of the 
dozen or more bills presented last winter 
providing for the absolute repeal of the 
law, intend to make a concerted effort to 
strike it off the statute books during the 
coming short session. Some of the more 
conservative friends of the federal law 
question the expediency of an effort to 
amend it at a short session of Congress, 
fearing that an opportunity may thus be 
afforded to rush through a bill providing 
for repeal in the form of a substitute. It 
is thought a majority of both houses can 
be massed against repeal, but under ex- 
isting conditions it is doubtful that the 
amendatory bill referred to will be put 
through this winter. The_present law was 
much strengthened by fhe passage of a 
Ray bill three years ago, and is steadily 
growing in popularity in all sections of 
the country. 

The docket of the House Committee on 
Patents has been pretty well cleared up, 
but there are two important measures 
that will receive attention at the coming 
session, namely, a bill creating a patent 
court of appeals and a measure making 
the infringement of a trade-mark a crim- 
inal offence punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment. Under existing patent laws 
important issues have frequently been de- 
cided diversely in different judicial dis- 
tricts, and consequently it is impossible to 
harmonize the patent practice of the 
country at large. All the patent bar asso- 
ciations of the country favor a patent 
court of appeals and the House Com- 
mittee will endeavor to secure the passage 
of the pending bill at the coming session. 
It is doubtful whether there will be any 
legislation respecting trade marks this 
coming winter, while there is much to be 
said in favor of making the infringement 
of a trade-mark a criminal offence, there 
is a strong prejudice in both ouses 
against any addition to the present cate- 
gory of crimes within the federal juris- 
diction. The House Committee on Patents 
was originally disposed to favor this 
proposition, but it is not believed that it 
will make any progress at the short ses- 
sion. 

President Roosevelt will not recommend 
any tariff legislation this winter, but 
there will be a sharp struggle between 
the stand-patters and the revisionists as 
a result of an effort that will be made by 
the latter to pass a joint resolution dur- 
ing the session authorizing the Ways and 
Means and Finance Committees to sit 
during the recess next summer and form- 
ulate a tariff bill to be taken up at the 
first session of the Sixtieth Congress, or 
possibly at an extra session to be called 
in September or October, 1907. While the 
stand-pat leaders are strongly opposing 
any form of tariff revision, they may con- 
sent to authorize the committees to sit 
during the recess provided the purpose of 
their meeting is definitely understood to 
be to decide whether tariff legislation is 
necessary. The leaders believe they are 
strong enough to induce sthe committees 
to report against any comprehensive 
changes in the tariff laws res they 
are not specifically directed by the two 
houses to frame a bill. 

The customs administrative laws will 
probably be very thorousnly overhauled 
at the coming session with a view to pre- 
venting the passage of retaliatory legis- 
lation by Germany, France and other 
foreign countries. While these laws do 


not relate to tariff rates, nevertheless 
they effect them indirectly as they 
are designed to prevent undervaluation 


and all forms of customs frauds. If ad- 
justed to meet the views of the German 
and French governments a serious crisis 
may be avoided without the negotiation 
of any further reciprocity treaties. 

The Administration will endeavor to 
force through the bill now pending in the 
Senate providing for the free entry of 
Philippine products, but the opposition to 
this measure will be as strong as ever 
and is likely to defeat it. A new Cuban 
reciprocity treaty is now being negotiated, 
but in view of the unsettled conditions in 
the island it is not likely to be presented 
to Congress this winter. 

Very serious consideration will be given 
by both houses to a recommendation to 
be made by President Roosevelt for the 
reform of the currency. It is universally 
admitted that legislation is necessary tu 
give greater elasticity to the currency, 
and thus in a measure, at least, to ob- 
viate the necessity for governmental aid 
whenever a crisis is reached in the money 
market. The President will not recom- 
mend any particular plan, but Secretary 
Shaw will favor the Congressional com- 
mittees with suggestions from time to 
time and it is hoped that a thoroughly 
practicable measure of reform will be en- 
acted before adjournment. It is generally 
eonceded that something should be done 
to divorce the federal treasury from the 
money market, and it is believed that any 
rational step in this direction will give 
additional stability to the financial inter- 
ests of the country. 

Two bills that have been urged in the 
interest of organized labor will be 
strongly opposed by the manufacturers 
and employers of the country at the com- 
ing session. These are the_ so-called 
eight-hour and anti-injunction bills. The 
former measure is now on the House cal- 
endar where the House leaders will en- 
ceavor to hold it. Should it pass the 
lower body, however, it is not believed 
that it will succeed in running the gaunt- 
let of the Senate in view of the shortness 
of the session. The anti-injunction bill 


was formally postponed to December by 
the House Judiciary Committee last 
spring. It is not likely to become a law 
rext winter. The very slight measure of 
success that attended the recent efforts 
of the American Federation of Labor to 
defeat prominent members of Congress 
who have opposed these measures will 
naturally militate against their advance- 
ment at the coming session.

The market for paints and colors con- 
tinues to present a firm appearance in 
sympathy with the unabated strength 
of prices for the raw materials and 
the general belief in the trade is that, 
with the opening of next year, prices 
will seek a higher level. As is usual 
at this time of the year, with the near 
approach of winter, there has been a 
further cessation in the demand for 
paints and colors, but the volume of 
business transacted during the week 
has been satisfactory. All of the lead 
products and oxides remain very firm 
in tone in sympathy with the strong 
position for the base metal. Zines 
show decided strength and a substan- 
tial advance in prices all around is not 
improbable. The shortage of cars is 
still delaying shipments and goods in 
transit at numerous Western points. 
Linseed oil and spirits of turpentine 
have been advanced with prospects for 
further rises in prices. 

White Lead, Zines, Ete, 

WHITE LEAD.—As is usual with 
the near approach of winter, new or- 
ders booked have been moderate, but 
the withdrawals on outstanding con- 
tracts continue good, considering the 
time of the year. Corroders are not 
urging sales of parcels for forward 
delivery, owing in part to the uncer- 
tainties surrounding the market for pig 
lead. New orders booked embraced 
small lots of lead in oil for prompt de- 
livery on the basis of 74c. and upward, 
according to terms of sale, less the 
usual rebate on large lots. Moderate 
sales of dry lead for prompt delivery 
have been booked on the basis of 6%c. 
and upward, according to terms of sale, 
Imported lead in oil remains steady, 
with sales on the basis of 954@10c., ac- 
cording to terms of sale. 

RED LEAD.—Moderate new orders 
have been booked covering mostly 
parcels of domestic for prompt deliv- 
ery on the basis of 74c. and upward, 
according to quantity and terms of 
sale. Corroders are not anxious to book 
orders ahead owing to uncertain course 
of the market for the base metal. Eng- 
lish remains steady, with sales moder- 
ate on the basis of 8%c. and upward, as 
to grade and quantity, and glassmak- 
ers’ grades are firm in all positions 
and in good demand, with sales for 
prompt and forward delivery at 8c. 
and upward. German continues to 
meet with steady jobbing sales from 
stock here at 6%c. up to 8%c., according 
to grade and terms of sale. 

LITHARGE.—Goods in transit at 
some Western points are suffering de- 
lays, owing to the shortage of freight 
cars.

To Protect the Public Heaith and 
Morals. 


Under the auspices of the Public Health 
Conference Committee, consisting of some 
twenty-five professional men of this city, 
conference of delegates from a number of 
public societies was held at the Hudson 
Theatre, Thursday afternoon, for the pur- 
pose of organizing a national body for the 
protection of the public health and morals, 
and the combating of the obnoxious prac- 
tices of the medical quacks, the manu- 
facturers of dangerous nostrums and the 
adulterations of drugs and foods. After 
considerable extolling of the benefits to be 
derived from such an organization, a set 
of resolutions were adopted, a form of 
charter agreed upon and the new society 
launched with the name the Public Health 
Defense League. 

Dr. Floyd M. Crandall called the con- 
ference to order in the presence of about 
three hundred people, and called for the 
nomination of a permanent chairman. Dr. 
Frank Van Fleet was suggested, but de- 
clined in a speech outlining the work of 
the county medical society and its limited 
field from financial reasons. The work of 
such an organization should, he thought, 
be educational rather than legislative. He 
named Austen G. Fox, president of the 
Civic Club, for the chairmanship and Mr. 
Fox was duly elected. John 8. Cooper was 
chosen secretary. 

President McGowan of the Board of Al- 
dermen welcomed the delegates on behalf 











of the municipal government and trusted 
their efforts would be successful. 

Charles F. Stuart, a representative of 
the Cleveland News, gave an interesting 
account of the crusade being carried on 
py that paper against what he called the 
Leight Hunt syndicate of medical quacks. 
He gave a detailed recital of the methods 
of Dr. C. 8. Ferris and others of Cleve- 
land who have been compelled to move to 
oiher locations by their expose in the 
News. 

The Right Rev. Michael J. Lavelle, of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, conveyed the best 
wishes of success from Archbishop Farley 
and said that anything that could be done 
to combat the evil which he has been as- 
sured arises from the habitual use of nos- 
trums iargely alcoholic, would have the 
hearty support of the church, 

Eugene O’Dunne, Deputy State’s Attor- 
ney from Baltimore, made a touching ap- 
peal for work along the lines contemplated 
referring among other things to the dole- 
ful results from the use of soothing syrups 
which “soothe not wisely but too well.’’ 

T. W. Barlow. one of the public prosecu- 
tors of Philadelphia; Mrs. Martha M. 
Allen, Robert E. Belcher and Anthony 
Comstock, were among other speakers. 

Mr. Belcher read a long set of resolu- 
tions, which were finally adopted. These, 
after setting forth the existing evils 
which it is desired to combat, recite the 
objects of the league which may be sum- 
inarized as follows:— 

(a) To obtain and disseminate accurate in 
formation concerning practices and conditions 
of every kind that are dangerous to the pub- 
lic health and morals, and to work for the 
enlightenment of the public on all matters af- 
fecting these subjects. (b) To work for the 
enactment of laws in the United States, Terri- 
tories and colonial possessions for the protec- 
tion and preservation of the public health and 
morals, including those matters mentioned in 
sub-division (c) hereof. (c) To assist the con- 
stituted authorities in the enforcement of all

The resolutions also provided for the in- 
corporation of the league under the laws 
of New York and approved a form of 
charter modeled upon that of the Interna- 
tional Red Cross Society. 

Ex-president F. J. Cheney, Attorney 
Douglass and several other prominent 
members of the Proprietary Association 
were present at the conference. Mr. 
Cheney stated before the we con- 
vened, that the association was in hearty 
accord with the objects as set forth in 
the call for the conference but it did not 
wish to have its members held up as the 
only offenders. These gentlemen took no 
part in the discussion as they had ex- 
pressed their intention of not doing so 
unless the proprietors were subjected to 
unwarranted attack; and left before the 
meeting adjourned.

opened quiet with an easier tendency 
and freer offerings. Reports from the 
South were to the effect that little re- 
lief had been afforded to transportation 
facilities, and, owing to the continued 
scarcity of tank cars, refiners had 
taken but small quantities of crude 
oil. The crop situation also had a 
bearish effect on the market early in 
the week, although later deliveries did 
not sell off as much as near ones.

It was decided to assess the members 
any amount that the president and Ex- 
ecutive Committee might determine for 
the purpose of carrying out any line 
of action that would benefit the varnish 
industry, and that the president should 
have such assistance as might be re- 
quired to carry out such plans, whether 
by the appointment of a secretary or 
securing the services of some person 
particularly qualified to carry on the 
work,

Before the meeting was called to or- 
der it was feared that there might be 
a lack of interest in the association 
and that it might discontinue its work, 
but, like the Paint Grinders’ Association 
the members were earnest in their ex- 
pression that something must be ac- 
complished, especially in the way of 
curtailing of the long terms of credit.

American Linseed Co. vs. Eberson. 
St. Louis, Nov. 15, 1906. 

The Appellate Court at St. Louis, Mo., 
has rendered a decision in favor of the 
American Linseed Co. in its appeal of the 
case of - . Eberson & Co. vs, the 
American Linseed Co., for failure to de- 
liver oil on contract. Eberson & Co. had 
contracted for a quantity of oil to be de- 
livered over a period of months “as re- 
quired.”’ Oil suddenly advanced and the 
buyer demanded the immediate delivery 
of his entire contract amount. The lin- 
seed company refused to comply, but 
offered to supply the buyer’s needs, ac- 
cording to agreement. The court below, 
in Eberson's suit for damages, upheld the 
contention of the defendant oil company 
that the contract did not contemplate the 
immediate delivery of all the oil bought, 
but only of such quantities as shoul 
required in the usual course of business, 
The decision of the Appellate Court, re- 
cently rendered, sustains that of the 
lower court.

Alcohol Denaturing Prizes. 


Vice-Consul-General Paul H. Cram, 
of Marseilles, furnishes the conditions of 
the competition instituted by the 
French Government, with the object of 
discovering a denaturing agent for al- 
cohol, and a system for the utiliza- 
tion of alcohol as an illuminant. The 
following is a translation of the official 


promulgation :— 


Articles 2 and 3 of the law of Nov. 29, 
1905, institute two prizes:—One of 2,0v0 
francs ($3,860) in favor of the person who 
shall discover an agent for denaturing 
alcohol more advantageous than the de- 
nuturing agent actually known, and offer- 
ing to the treasury every guaranty against 
fraud; another of 50,000 francs ($9,600) in 
favor of the person who shall discover a 
system permitting of the utilization of al- 
cohol for illumination, under the same con- 
ditions as petroleum. The commission of 
analytical methods has drawn up the fol- 
lowing conditions to which competitors 
must conform :— 


DENATURATION. 


(1) The denaturant must offer an odor and 
taste which render it repulsive to the mouth; 
for this reason are eliminated the must of 
wine or of dates, the essence of thyme, rose- 
mary, spikenard, rose-bay infusion, etc. 

(2) It must not present an odor too pro- 
nounced or so repulsive as to interfere with 
the domestic and industrial uses of the de- 
natured alcohol, thus excluding the employ- 
ment of acetylene, of assafoetida, or garlic 
essence, etc. 

(3) It must not be constituted by a soluble 
substance which, by leaving a deposit on the 
wicks or in the mountings of the lamps, would 
hinder the combustion of the denatured alcohol 
—as, for instance, marine salt, sulphate of 
soda, alam, chlorohydrate of ammonia, ferro- 


eyanide, acid picric, infusions of wine dregs 
and residues, tobacco juice, tincture of aloes, 
etc. 


(4) It may not be constituted otherwise than 
by a substance perceptible more or less volatile 
than alcohol, which, apart from other draw- 
backs, would allow of its elimnation by frac- 
tidnal distillation. Among the substances ex- 
cluded from this motive are to be noted, in the 
first category, ether, sulphuret of carbon, the 
light essences of petrol or of pit coal, and in 
the second category, essence of turpentine, 
cresyl, carbolic acid, petroleum, coal tars, tars 
of boghead and of birch trees, camphor, naph- 
thaline, etc. 

(5) It must not contain any substance capa- 
ble of attacking the metallic parts of lamps 
or motors, such as ammonia, nitrobenzin 
chlorine phenoles, sulphuric acid, sulphuret o 
carbon, etc. 

(6) It must not be toxic, such as bichloride 
of mercury, cyanide of methyl, arsenate of 
soda, aniline, nor must it contain any poison- 
ous substances, such as the extracts of hen- 
bane, aconite, or of digitalis, etc. 

(7) It must be sufficiently economical not to 
hinder the domestic and industrial uses of the 
denatured alcohol. 

(8) It must not exist normally ip the alcohols 
of commerce. 

(9) 1t must permit of the easy and certain 
detection of its presence in denatured alcohol. 

(10) Finally, it must, according to the terms 
of the law itself, be more profitable than the 
present denaturant, and offer to the Treasury 
every guarantee against fraud. 


Full latitude is left to inventors, pro- 
vided that, in conformity with the law, 


the system presented permits of the utili- 
zation of alcohol under the same condi- 
ticns as petroleum. Inventors should ad- 
dress their propositions, systems or de- 
vices, accompanied By a written descrip- 
tion, to ‘‘Monsieur le Chef du Service des 
Laboratoires du Ministere des Finances, 
1l Rue de la Douane, Paris.”’

Merger of the Petroleum Com- 
panies of Alsace. 


We notice in the Berlin paper Petro- 
leum some interesting information in re- 
gard to events which have recently taken 

lace in the Alsatian troleum industry. 

his journal says particularly:— 

An event which is only a few days old 
is going to be the beginning of important 
developments; in effect the ‘Deutsche 
Tiefbohrgeselischaft” has just brought 
together in a single enterprise the entire 
petroleum industry of Alsace. This oper- 
ation of the Deutsche Tiefbohrgesell- 
schaft comprehends the purchase of the 
following enterprises: the Elsaessiche 
Petroleum Geselischaft, which owns be- 
tween Hagenau and Weissenburg one 
hundred petroleum concessions of 
hectares each; the adjoining enterprise, 
the Gewerkschaft Kleeberg, which owns 
eight concessions measuring altogether 
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5,000 hectares, and the Pechelbronner Oel- 
bergwerke. sides, the Tiefbohrgesell- 
schaft has also become the purchaser of 
the petroleum wells of the werkschaft 
Gute Hoffsung, near Niederbruck, which 
owns 12% concessions of 2 hectares each. 
The financial terms of the different trans- 
actions in question are as follows:—The 
purchase price of the Elsaessische Petro- 
leumgellschaft consists of 700,000. marks 
new shares of the Deutsche Tiefbohrges- 
ellschatt; the Pechbronner Werke cost 
the company 3,500,000 marks, ually rep- 
resented by shares. So far as the acquisi- 
tion of the Gesselschaft Gute Hoffnung 
Niederbruck is concerned, it necessitates 
the increase of the capital of the Deutsche 
Tiefbohrgeselischaft in the proportion of 
300,000 marks. And finally, the latter has 
also increased its capital of 275,000 marks 
(nominal) in view _of the acquisition of 
400,000 morgen (German measure) of 
ground containing important deposits of 
potash and petroleum; these grounds are 
situated in the province of Hanover.—

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 


The market for fertilizers is about on the 
same level as it has been for the past two or 
three weeks. There is little now in the way 
of new business to cause any fluctuations in 
prices, and the great bulk of the business 
which is now being done is in the shipping of 
stuff to fill contracts. The Southern makers 
are operating freely and are taking their ma- 
terials according to contract. A big percent- 
age of stuff has gone out of the market within 
the last two weeks. The new business trans- 
acted has been largely of spot materials and 
in small lots only. 

DRIED BLOOD.—That the demand for blood 
has been a little better than last week most 
of the trade is agreed, but the improvement 
has been nothing marked and all the sales 
that have been made within the last two or 
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three weeks have been of small lots. Shi 
ments on old contracts are going out in U 
eral lots. The South is calling for its stuff 
according to contract. The general price as 
shown by the few sales that have been made 
or as indicated by bids is $2.55, this price be- 
ing quotable for prompt stuff. 

TANKAGE.—Shipments on contracts continue 
to absorb the greater portion of the time of 
the makers and there is little new business 
to attract the attention of the buyers. The 
demand for fertilizer is active in the South, 
and all of the Southern makers are drawing 
on the local packers and dealers to the full 
extent of their contracts. Some of the South- 
ern makers report a lull in the demand at this 
time, but this is regarded as nothing more 
than a temporary halt. A few tentative bids 
for new materials have been made, but the 
packers are firm in their views and the prices 
at which the prospective buyers would take 
hold do not appear very attractive to the sell- 
ers. The policy of advancing the price at 
every opportunity has probably lost a little 
business to the big dealers in materials, but 
this has not caused them to worry. The price 
range for the various grades of tankage fol- 
lows:—12 and 12, $2.50 and 10; 11 and 165, 
$2.45 and 10; 10 and 20, $2.42% and 10; 9 and 
20 crushed, $2.37%@2.40 and 10. 

BONE MEAL.—Quotations are unchanged. A 
few odd sales constitute the business now 
being done. Sellers are holding 3 and 50 at 
$18.50@19 per ton.

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National Convention for the Ex- 
tension of the Foreign Com- 


merce of the United States. 
New York, Nov. 12, 1906. 


Recognizing the fact that the people of 
all the States are deeply interested in 
measures designed to increase the con- 
sumption of our products abroad, the un- 
dersigned Committee begs to announce 
that a National Convention for the pur- 
pose of considering and devising measures 
for the enlargement of our foreign trade 
and to promote the demand abroad for 
the products of our farms, workshops and 
mines, will be held in the New Willard 
Hotel, Washington, D. C., beginning at 
10.30 A. M., Monday, January 14, 1907. 

The obstacles which have hampered our 
efforts to develop the commerce of the 
United States with foreign countries are 
evident to everyone familiar with that 
trade. That those obstacles should be re- 
moved at the earliest possible moment is 
unquestioned if we are to attain pre- 
eminence instead of remaining, as we are, 


far in the rear in the struggle with 
Europe for foreign commercial suprem- 
acy. 

All national, State and local associa- 


tions interested in the objects of the con- 
vention are invited to send at least five 
delegates each. The Governor in’ each 
State is invited to appoint ten delegates 
to the convention and furnish them with 
a credential. 

Each association represented in the 
convention will furnish its delegates with 
a credential duly certified by its presi- 
dent and secretary, stating the number 
of members who are entitled to vote in 
such association. Each association hav- 
ing four or more delegates in the con- 
vention will, when division is demanded, 
be entitled to cast the number of votes 
equal to the number of members such as- 
sociation has certified to in its credential. 
Where only three delegates, or less, are 
sent by an association, each such dele- 
gate present will be entitled to cast not 
to exceed one hundred votes on all ques- 
tions where division is demanded; pro- 
vided, however, that the total number of 
votes cast by the delegates from such 
association shall not exceed the number 
of ‘ha members, as certified in its creden- 
tial. 

Each delegate appointed by the Gover- 
nor of a State may, on all questions 
where a division is demanded, cast one- 
tenth of the number of votes to which his 
State is entitled, and each State shall be 
entitled to one vote for each 20,000 of the 
inhabitants of such State according to 
the national census of 1900. 

Desiring that all interests wherever lo- 
eated in the United States shall have a 
voice and vote in the convention and 
that the power to determine the action of 
the convention shall be as equitably dis- 
tributed as possible, the undersigned 
committee has devised the foregoing 
basis of representation, which it believes 
will fairly adjust the vote of each asso- 
ciation and State represented in the con- 
vention to the importance of such asso- 
ciation as estimated by the number of 
members on its roll or of the State as 
estimated by its population. 

To secure the benefit of the counsel and 


wisdom which go with increased num- 
bers, the vote of any association sending 
only three delegates or less, or of a State 
sending less than ten delegates, is lim- 
ited_as indicated so that every association 
or State desiring to have the full voting 
power its re or pulation 
would entitle it to, will send the largest 
possible number of delegates, 

In order that a roll of the convention 
may be completed and ready when the 
convention meets, each governor and 
each association is requested to send a 
duplicate credential to the committee on 
or before January 1, 1907, handing the 
original credential to the chairman of the 
delegation, 

A consideration of the subject of the 
extension of our trade abroad will sug- 
gest to every informed business man a 
number of topics, each of which, al- 
though a part of the whole, should be 
considered separately. The committee 
feels that whatever means are adopted by 
the convention, in order to be imme- 
diately effective, must be based on a rec- 
ognition of economic conditions as they 
now exist. All discussions should, there- 
fore, be germane to the object in view, 
which is that of securing prompt and 
practical results. Each topic to be dis- 
cussed and the name of the speaker must 
be in the hands of the committee on or 
before December 20, 1906, for printing in 
the program. 

We feel assured that the National 
Government will give the full weight of 
its influence towards the success of this 
movement and _ that Congress’ will 
promptly and adequately respond to any 
well supported demand for legislation 
which may be deemed beneficial to the 
interests of the country as represented in 
the convention. 

The committee has the very great 
pleasure to announce that the Honorable 
Elihu Root, Secretary of State of the 
United States, has consented to address 
the convention and will give it the benefit 
of his observations and experiences, and 
of the information acquired on his re- 
cent tour of the South American coun- 
tries, the object of which was to bring 
about closer relations between those 
countries and ourselves. The result of 
that tour having been eminently success- 
ful, it is believed by the committee that 
the present time is ripe for this move for 
the betterment of our relations, on busi- 
ness lines, with our South American 
neighbors on whom _ Secretary Root 
created so favorable an impression.

Action for Conspiracy Against 


Drug Associations, 


Indianapolis, Nov. 13, 1906. 

The event of the week in drug circles 
was the hearing at Indianapolis of the 
government case against the various 
druggists’ associations and individual 
firms, styled the ‘drug trust’ prosecu- 
tion. The hearing was on the demurrers 
filed by the several defendants. District 
Judge Anderson, sitting in the Circuit 
Court at Indianapolis listened to the 
arguments of government counsel and 
counsel for the defense pro and con on 
the merits of the demurrers, and has 
promised an early decision. The govern- 
ment was represented by United States 
District Attorney Joseph B. Kealing, and 
by Charies W. Miller, Attorney-General 
of Indiana, Addison C, Harris and Wm. 
Schroeder, as special counsel, The defend- 
ant associations were represented by 
Frank Reed of Chicago, for the Tripartite 
proprietors, N, Dubois Miller for the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
and Joseph W. Errant for the Nationa 
Association of Retail Druggists, accord- 
ing to the pre-arranged division of argu- 
ments among counsel. 

The hearing lasted from 10 o’clock in 
the morning until 10 o’clock at night of 
November 12. The demurrers are sub- 
stantially a plea of ‘‘no case,’’ and in sup- 
port of this contention the attorneys for 
the defendants argued that no conspiracy 
in violation of the Sherman law could be 
proved from the allegations made in the 
indictment, even if admitted to be true. 
On the other hand, the government coun- 
sel contended that the various acts al- 
leged, such as the formation of the tri- 
partite agreement, the serial numbering 
plan, ete., were but steps in a previously 
concerted movement to organize a trust 
in the drug trade—that while they might 
be lawful in themselves they were evi- 
dence of a conspiracy in which they were 
merely « means to an end. On the prov- 
ing of such an unlawful conspiracy, there- 
fore, the governments’ case stands or 
falls. If Judge Anderson decides that the 
allegations in the indictment are suffi- 
cient to support the charge of a previous 
unlawful agreement he will overrule the 
demurrer and remand the case for trial. 
If, on the other hand, he sustains the 


demurrers, the case will probably be dis- 


continued. Hence the importance of the 
arguments on the demurrers, 

From the foregoing outline of the case 
it will be seen that it is purely a ques- 
ticn of law at its present stage. There is 
no contention as to the facts as yet, and 
for all practical purposes the fact of or- 
ganization of the various associations, 
wholesale and retail, the tripartite agree- 
ment, the serial numbering plan, etc.,—all 
this is conceded for the sake of argu- 
ment, and the question now at issue is, 
does this constitute valid evidence of a 
pre-existing conspiracy? The reply to 
this question, which may be expected 
from Judge Anderson in the near future, 
is qmates with great interest by the drug 
trade.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, Nov. 14, 1906. 


Not since the opening of the present 
season has there been such an active 
market in flaxseed as there was this 
week. The demand for seed has been so 
strong during the greater part of the 
week that the selling side of the market 
bas had the situation under control prac- 
tically all week. Only at the close to-day 
was there any signs of weakness and 
then the break which came was sharp 
enough to jolt some of the buyers who 
apparently had overstayed the market. 
From Friday last the trend of the market 
was upward on every day till the reaction 
came late in the session to-day. And the 
peculiar feature of the market was that 
the strength came without the assistance 
of foreigners, except such assistance as 
an advance in prices on the other side of 
the water could give in a sympathetic 
way. From $1.16%, where the market 
closed last week, it advanced to $1.23%, the 
high point attained on Tuesday. In the 
buying the demand apparently came 
largely from the domestic crushers and 
from speculative shorts who were forced 
io cover. In the activity shown there 
was a suggestion of a forced buying by 
some of the independent crushers. The 
fact that there has been a considerable 
selling of contract oil by the small 
crushers makes the suggestion a plausi- 
ble one. It will be remembered that the 
trade went into the present season hold- 
ing the general belief that the stocks of 
the seed and oil distributed throughout 
the country were heavy and that because 
of this there would not be any liberal de- 
mand for new oil till late in the season, 
While this was partly borne out by sub- 
sequent actions of buyers, it was not en- 
tirely so. Some of the users of oil found 
their contracts had expired and that they 
had used up practically all of their old 
oil which necessitated making new con- 
tracts. There was therefore really more 
buying of new oil than the trade had 
looked for. It is even intimated that 
some of the crushers sold oil beyond their 
seed supply. This is a situation which 
presents opportunities to the shrewd man- 
ipulator of the market whether he be a 
crusher or a speculative trader. A buyer 
who had been consistently bullish on the 
market since the opening of the season, 
by a more strenuous activity at a time

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such as the present, can frighten the 
shorts into covering and thus boost tne 
market. This is what has said to have 
been done to some extent the current 
week. If one were to analyze market 
conditions from the standpoint of the 
statistics he would probably be unable to 
see that the market was inherently any 
stronger this week than it was last week, 
As a matter of fact foreign conditions 
seem to have improved. It is now the be- 
lief of the trade, based upon more or less 
accurate field reports, that the Argentine 
rop of seed will be at least 15 per cent, 
arger than it was last year. This is the 
lowest estimate of the increase, and from 
this figure it runs as high as 60 per cent., 
the latter very surprising figure being 
furnished by an observer whose informa- 
tion is generally accurate. If the crop of 
the southern republic is to be materially 
increased and the demand for oil less ac- 
tive than it was at this time a year ago 
then it may be difficult to understand why 
present prices are so high. To this an- 
swer must be that last year’s market was 
really an abnormal one in that the throw- 
ing of the large line of old seed onto the 
trade had the effect of disturbing the 
equilibrium of the market at the vay 
outset. This year there was not muc 
seed to come onto the market at the be- 
ginning of the season for the reason that 
there was practically nothing left over 
from the old crop in public store in the 
northwest, though there was undoubtedly 
a liberal amount of seed _ scattered 
through the various crushers’ houses in 
the country. Taking all of these things 
together, there is more to the present 
strength of the seed market than would 
at first appear. That the demand should 
be exceptionally sharp at this time is 
largely due to the fact that the crushers 
are trying to fill their needs before the 
close of the season of late navigation. 
Receipts of seed are still liberal, as shown 
by the table of receipts in this letter, but 
they are not so much heavier than they 
were last year as to give rise to the be- 
lief that there has been the tremendous 
crop of seed raised that was at first sup- 
posed. There can be no doubt that there 
would be more seed marketed at this time 
if the car situation were not so acute. 
The roads are not able to supply the de- 
mand for cars that is being made on 
them. The bulls in the trade who know 
fairly well the capacity of the roads at 
this time, are thus able to make a better 
showing, and force the bears into cover- 
ing their short sales, where they might 
not be able to do so if the car service 
was equal to the task which is put upon 
it every year at this time.

LINSEED OIL.—On the heels of an ad- 
vance on seed came the natural apprecia- 
tion in the price of oil, which this week 
lifted that commodity to the highest level 
of the season thus far. There did not ap- 
pear to be any especial reason for the 
advance beyond the fact that seed took a 
big jump, for there has been no very ur- 
gent demand for the oil within the last 
few weeks. The gain in price had the 
effect, however, of bringing out a better 
inquiry for oil than there has been for 
some time, though buyers generally ex- 
pressed the belief that the price was too 
high to enable them to do much. While 
the crushers do not hesitate to assert that 
there has been an unnatural advance and 
that the present level cannot be main- 
tuined, the crushers are out with the 
statement that oil is at a real market 
price for the first time this season, and 
that there can be no further marked re- 
cessions in price. They declare that the 
buyers did not recognize the fact that oil 
has been remarkably low, and that they 
would not have a chance to buy at the old 
figures again this season. It is believed 
by some that a few of the independents 
have sold oil largely against future pur- 
chases of seed, and that they will have to 
indulge in something of a scramble to se- 
cure the seed with which to make the oil 
to fill those contracts. This, it is said, is 
partly the cause for the recent advance in 
seed, and in an indirect way was the 
cause of the big boost in oil prices. What- 
ever may be the views of the sellers, it is 
certain that there has not been any at- 
tempt on the part of the buyers to make 
contracts at the present price, though it 
is likely that some of the buyers who 
stand in the greatest need of the oil would 
now be willing to buy at the old figure if 
they could do so. The quotable price for 
oil on the Chicago market is 39c., though 
probably some could be bought at 38c., as 
there are always a number of sellers who 
will shade the market for the chance of 
making sales. The great bulk of the oil 
which has been sold during the week has 
been in small lots and on a cash basis 
only. The fact that many of the paint 
grinders were in the East this week at- 
tending the meeting of the association 
lessened what little business there might 
heve heen. 

LINSEED CAKE.—Sellers and brokers 
are unable to account for the present dull- 
ness in the cake trade. They have one 
theory which may prove to be the right 
one, and that is that the weather abroad 
has been so mild that the feeders have 
not felt the necessity for cake that they 
have at this time of the year in former 
seasons. Whatever may be the cause of 
the listlessness in the market, it is cer- 
tain that only a few times within the 
last few years has there been the lack 
of new business that there has been dur- 
ing the present month. Brokers report 
that they are unable to interest the for- 
eigr buyers. Cables for bids go unan- 
sv ..ed. It is very fortunate for the 
¢.ashers that there is no great supply of 
sake pressing on the market at this time, 
for if there were, prices would take a 
tumble such as the market has not seen 
for years. It will be remembered that 
there was a very active demand for cake 
earlier in the year, and that some of the 
contracts ran to the end of the present 
ealendar vear. Practically all of the cake 
business which the crushers have been 
doing within the last week, Is in the way 
of filling those old contracts. There has, 
however, been a very good demand for 
meal, and this has greatly assisted the 
crushers in the disposition of their by- 
product. The present high price of oil 
makes it unnecessary for the crushers to 
secure as high a figure for their cake, 
and if they could make a good sale, some 
of them undoubtedly would shade the 
present quotable He. But in the de- 
mand for meal, the price has not been 
effected. and crushers are able to secure 
from $28@29 per ton. Chicago basis. 
Cake is quoted $26@27 per ton. The 
lower price of the range is what the 
sellers probably could secure from the 
foreign buyers, while the latter is the 
asking price. It is the general belief that 
there will soon be a picking up in_the 
demand, though if oil holds firm crushers 
will undoubtedly be more willing to meet 
the demands of the foreign buyers. 

CORN OIL.—That there is a stronger 
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demand for oil than there has been at 
any other time this season is amply tes- 
tified to by the makers, who have found 
the eee for this oil so strong that 
they have been able to advance the price 
Where the oil was selling only a few 
weeks ago at $4 per hundred, Chicago 
basis, it is now possible to secure $4.70, 
which is the quotable price. The reason 
for the advance is not, as is generally the 
case, the demand for foreign account, but 
is found in the fact that the domestic 
users are taking the oil more freely than 
they have for a long time. The oil is 
largely a controlled product, and the 
strength in competitive oils makes it a 
comparatively easy task for the makers 
to boost the corn product. 
LARD.—While the cash market for lard 
has been active the greatest life has been 
in the speculative market, and while there 
undoubtedly is great cause for the recent 
strength which the market has shown, 
there is a general belief that considerable 
manipulation has been going on. The 
many have not been able to bring the 
ogs to the central markets as they hoped 
tuey would be, and this has had the effect 
of holding the live animals up at a time 
of the year when the general trend of the 
swine market is downward. Supplies of 
lard have not been greatly augmented 
even though the trade is now well into the 
packing season, for the reason that the 
pacers have not been able to secure the 
eavy lard hogs that are to be expected 
at this time of the year. Shipments of 
lard have been good all week, and the con- 
ditions in the foréign market have gen- 
erally favored the sellers. Cash lots sold 
to-day at the full November figures. 
Loose lard is in moderate request with of- 
ferings fairly liberal. Demand for neu- 
tral is limited, prices ruling $10.871¢@11 for 
No. 1, and $9.874%@10 for No. 2. November 
lard closed to-day at $9.42%.

Chicle Gum Supplies, 


The statement is made in an American 
trade journal, says the Daily Trade Report 
of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, that of the $1,357,458 importations 
of chicle gum in 195, one-half of the 
amount came from Canada, while Mexico 
contributed two-thirds of the remainder. 

But this does not tell the whole story, 
because the chicle gum imported into the 
United States practically all comes from 
Yucatan, Mexico. It is so wet, however, 
when shipped, that it is sent in vessels 
around by Canada to dry out, as the duty 
in this country is 10 cents per pound; thus 
when it ig entered here it weighs less and 


pays less duty. The American imports 
or fiscal ant 196 were valu at 
$1,495,366. hicle um is strictly a 


tropical product, being secured from the 
chico zapote tree, which produces luscious 
fruit as well. It is said that representa- 
tives of an American syndicate lately 
visited Mexico with a view to finding a 
possible increase of chicle-gum supplies, 
and of subjecting the raw material to 
various other purposes. In this connec- 
tion, the Alford Rockwood Company, an 
importing firm at Bogota, writes to the 
Bureau of Manufactures that from in-

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PETROLEUM WARKET.

Reports from the lower southwest oil 
fields are not encouraging. Fewer 
wells have been completed, and the 
fields are furnishing only light pumpers, 
and the total failures numbers a good 
volume. Similar conditions in the 
southeastern part of Ohio fields are also 
noted. New work in nearly all of the 
fields has been dropping off consid- 
erably during the past months. Op- 
erators are making preparations to cur- 
tail operations during the winter 
months, consequently a listless winter 
in all fields is looked for. The deep 
sand districts are supplying the larger 
percentage of small we.ls than the shal- 
low territory. Considerable properties 
in the Illinois fields have changed 
hands recently. In the mid-continent 
fields the average of the producing 
wells shows a slight increase, and 
stocks show no accumulation. Reports 
from Texas note a steady decrease in 
the production, which serves to hold 
prices firm. Advices from Beaumont 
note that an oil strike reputed to have 
been made on Bayou Lafourche, near 
the town of Labadieville, has been in- 
vestigated, but the extent of the strike 
is not known. Leases of lands in the 
vicinity have been secured, and it is 
believed that considerable wildcatting 
and prospecting will be the result.

Refined and Products.

Russian Petroleum Position. 


Quotations on the Baku market have again 
declined. Crude for prompt delivery fell 2% 
copecks per pood to 22% copecks. There are 
still no sellers for forward delivery. The 
price for residuals has also fallen, and for 
prompt delivery the price is now 25% copeck»s 
per pood, while for delivery during the navi- 
gation of the Volga the price has fallen to 25% 
copecks per pood. It is expected that the nav- 
igation of the Volga will be open rather later 
this year, and probably for another fortnight. 
Kerosene has been slightly reduced, and for 
delivery free on rail at Baku the price is 
now 29 copecks per pood. For delivery to the 
interior of Russia by the Volga kerosene is 
quoted 28% copecks f. o. b. vessel on the Cas- 
pian Sea. Of the 39,304,000 poods, represent 
ing the production for September, 11,817,000 
poods were obtained from the Bibi Eybat field, 
which, so far as the Bibi Bybat field is con- 
cerned, shows an increase of more than 50 
per cent. over the production for August. 
Work has been continued without further in- 
terruption, and the position is so far satisfac- 
tory; but, still, there is a feeling at Baku 
that fresh strikes may occur at any time. At 
Grosnyi the position is unchanged, but the pro- 
ducers hope to obtain their normal production 
shortly. 

The stocks at Batoum are still very small, 
and the quantities reaching Batoum from Baku 
are not large. The case oll factories that are 
working—namely, those of Mantacheff and 
Siderides—continue to find a ready market for 
their output, but Bnito’s factory still remains 
closed. The exports from Batoum are still 
small.

standnoint. We are confident that in the 
vroceedinges which will follow, the com- 
nany will successfully maintain its posi- 
tion uvon the merits and vindicate it be- 
fore the public and the law. 

While your directors feel that there is 
no adequate reason for such a suit, either 





in the organization or the conduct of the 
ctusiness, yet, under the circumstances, it 
is perhaps better for your interests and 
the business interests of the country that 
the controversy should be removed to the 
judicial atmosphere of the courts—in whose 
integrity and wisdom every citizen should 
have the fullest confidence—where mere 
allegation must give way to legal proof. 

The present organization was formed 
after an exhaustive consideration of the 
legal and business problems involved, It 
has existed unchallenged for many years. 
Everything relating to it has been a mat- 
ter of public report, and at every step the 
utmost care has been observed to conduct 
the business honestly and fairly, and in 
accordance with not only the spirit but the 
technical requirements of the law.

The Missouri Oil Case. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 15, 1906. 


The Missouri oil hearing case was resume 
Thursday, November 8, at the Southern Hoth 
before Special Commissioner R. A, Anthony. 
Charles P. Ackert, general manager of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Company, was the second 
and only witness examined. His testimony 
was confined principally to details. He stated 
that the Waters-Pierce Oil Company did busi- 
ness in Missouri, Arkansas, Indian Territory 
Oklahoma, part of Louisiana, all of Texas and 
Old Mexico. He also gave figures relating to 
the volume of business and the various sta- 
tions and properties of the company. In this 
his testimony was along the same general lines 
as that of H. Clay Pierce, chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the company, 

Attorney-General Hadley Friday disproved 
the contention of the attorneys for the Stand- 
ard, Republic and Waters-Pierce Oil Companies 
that during the last twenty years there had 


been a gradual reduction in the price 

and oil products when he showed by a <= 
ule of prices, produced at his request by 
Charles P. Ackert, that during the period 


mentioned prices have been steadily incre 

The schedule of rates also showed that’ the 
prices of oil to the trade in Missouri are not 
fixed by the cost of production, barreling, 
handling, freighting, ete., but that the price of 
oll is governed by the existence or absence of 
competition. As an instance, the price to re- 
tailers at Jefferson City now on a certain brand 
of oil is 10% cents a gallon. At Joplin, 
where there is competition from independent 
concerns, the price is 9% cents a gallon. 

The freight charges are believed to be prac- 
tically the same to either point. Another in- 
stance brought out by the Attorney-General 
was between Jasper and Joplin, Mo., where 
competition at the former point reduced the 
price of oil 2 cents on the gallon. 

A rate schedule issued five years ago in a 
certain month, compared with one issued in 
the same month last year, showed that five 
years ago the price of oil for that month to 
retailers was 9% cents a gallon. Last year 
the price to the trade, as shown by the 
schedule for that period, was 12 cents. 

Mr. Ackert testified that his company gave 
rebates when in danger of losing a customer 
through competition. He said this was re- 
sorted to whenever a competitor made a cut 
in prices. Rebating is a felony, punishable 
upon conviction by fine and imprisonment. 

On direct examination Attorney J. D. John- 


son, one of his counsel, asked Mr. Ackert 
who fixed the price of oil in Missourl. The 
witness promptly replied, ‘‘The Standard Oil 


Company.’’ Later on the witness said the 
price of oll was fixed by himself and the other 








officers and that it was governed by the pur- 
chase price of the oil from the Standard Oil 
Company. On direct examination the witness 
stated that about 8&5 per cent, of the business 
of the territory allotted by the oil monopoly 
to the Waters-Pierce Oil Company is handled 
by that concern.

Ackert said he knew that reports were made, 
but was informed only in a general way of 
their nature. 

Another point developed was the fact that 
agents and employes of the railroads of the 
State furnished to the Waters-Pierce Oil Com- 
pany, which is indirectly to the Standard Oil 
Company, information concerning competitive 
shipments to certain points. 

General Hadley questioned the witness about 
former competitors of his company in St. Louis. 
The testimony showed that the Standard Oil 
Company did away with much competition in 
St. Louis by absorbing the smaller concerns, 
The Republic Oil Company, which tis owned 
absolutely by the Standard Oil Company, was 
organized from an independent concern for- 
merly operating here and at Springfield. Other 
companies absorbed by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany through the Waters-Pierce were the 
Southwestern Oil Company and St. Louis In- 
ternational Oil works. 

The witness gave testimony with respect to 
the territory assigned to the Waters-Pierce by 
the Standard Oil Company. So strict is this 
territory division in Missouri that the oil com- 
panies will not fill orders from persons not in 
their territory. Such orders were referrred, ac- 
cording to the witness, to the oil company’s 
territory in which the person resided. 

Mr. Ackert testified that this custom had 
been discontinued. General Hadley asked 
him if this change had been brought about by 
the oil investigation and the witness said he 


did not know. 
The witness said:—‘‘When I became general 


manager of the Waters-Pierce Oil Company it 
was understood that we were not to try to get 
bueiness outside of our own territory.’’ 

Mr. Ackert testified that the cost of crude 
oil is about 2 cents, and that it costs about 
1% cents to refine a gallon. This would make

The witness was asked if it were true that 
all changes in salary in the way of increases 
were always referrred to officials of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company at 26 Broadway. He said 
that had been the custom. 

It was shown, too, that the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Company operates tank wagons at different 
points in the State which claim to be inde- 
pendent of the Waters-Pierce,

passed :—

“Resolved, That the Manufacturing 
Chemists’ Association of the United States 
recommends to its members and all ship- 
pers of acids in carboys, that they imme- 
diately adopt and buy exciusively, here- 
after, carboy bottles blown in molds and 
that this association recommends to the 
Ufficial Ciassification Committees:— 

“That on and after Dec. 31, 1909, no car- 
boys, other than those recommended 
above, shall be accepted for transporta- 
tion, in less than carload lots. 

“That the packing for all carboys con- 
taining acids, other than nitric, shall be 
lett optional with the shipper. 

“That the selection of suitable non-com- 
bustible packing for carboys containing 
nitric acid shall be referred to the Execu- 
tive Committee of this association.’’ 

These resolutions were favorably acted 
upon Ly the Official Classification Com- 
mittee at their meeting held in October 
last, and as this association is not trying 
to act in this matter exclusively for its 
members but in a broader sense in the in- 
terest of all the shippers of acid in the 

nited States, it seems only right to im- 
mediately give all the information in our 
possession to the public. 

The committee will gladly accept any 
co-operation or assistance in the matter of 
the selection of packing for nitric acid 
carboys from those who are not members 
of vur association. 

The reason that carboys blown in molds 
have been decided upon as the best pack- 
age for acid is that such carboys are much 
stronger than the old-fashioned balloon 
shaped bottles and are much more uni- 
form in size, thickness of glass, etc. Ex- 
periments in which over 30,000 of the new 
kind of bottles were used proved that the 
breakage was much less than with the 
old-fashioned balleons,

Spot prices 
meanwhile remain 15%c. in 100-o0z. tins, 
Little interest was shown in the Lon- 
don bark auction on Tuesday, which 
went off at an unchanged unit of %d. 
At the Java quinine sale at Batavia on 
Thursday 11.80 florins was realized, as 
compared with 12 florins at the previous 
sale. This reduction was a surprise to 
the local trade, but it was not of suffi- 
cient amount to change the feeling of 
confidence. Only one per cent. of the 
offerings was sold, amounting to 33 
kilos.

London, Nov. 10, 1906. 


Sulphate of quinine has been steady at 74d. 
per oz. for the best German brands in second 
hands spot for nearly whole of the current 
week, but yesterday the German manufac- 
turers raised their official price from 74d. _ to 
8d. per oz. This, of course, produced at once 
@ much firmer market, resulting to bring for- 
ward any number of buyers up to 744d. per oz. 
spot and at 8d. per oz. for February and 
March deliveries. However there are no sell- 
ers so far, as holders generally are awaiting 
further developments. 


Miscellaneous. 
CITRATE OF LIME. 
Messina, Nov. 3, 1906. 


The market seems to be rather calm as the 
demand during this fortnight has not been im- 
proving. Stock is now practically cleared off 
at high prices, consequently no prompt ship- 
ment can be effected until new crop sets in. 
Prices for forward deliveries are actually run- 
ning £21 for December and £20 12s. 6d. for 
January-March. Consorzio is looking out to 
enter the market in order to absorb what will 
be offered, and in view of this most citrate 
makers do not show any anxiety to make fur- 
ther contracts unless they are able to sell at 
top prices. Buyers abroad are now awaiting 
better developments and we expect that as 
soon as the first demand is in prices may im- 
prove.

is still down to 85c. 

CARNAUBA WAX. — The _ highest 
market now is Brazil, mail advices 
stating that prices there have been 
raised to the extent of 5 per cent. A 
small lot has been shipped here at an 
abnormally high price. Local pressure 
is very light, which accounts for a 
slight decline on No. 3 to 394%@40c., and 
on North Country to 40@4lc. Prices 
for No. 2 are merely nominal, as the 
market is practically barren of goods. 

COCOA BUTTER.—A firmer feeling 
prevails, and with spot stocks much 
depleted the outlook is considerably 
stronger. Our London correspondent 
writes that at the auction last week 
the sales of Cadbury were, 80 lots at 
1414%4d., 78 lots at 145%d. and 2 lots at 
14%c., making an average price of 
149-16d., as against 1311-16d. realized 
at the October sale.

She was fitted out with diving apparatus 
and divers, and will investigate the waters off 
the coast of Mexico, to ascertain if sponge 
grow in those waters, their quality and the 
conditions existing regarding the gathering of 
them. The result of the investigation is await- 
ed with much interest 

Tarpon Springs vessel owners feel 
thankful for having escaped any loss 
by the recent hurricane. Good luck 
favored the sponging crafts. At Nas- 
sau, Bahama Islands. the sponging fleet 
are being fitted out for the winter trip 
to the grounds, schooners having been 
lying in harbors and on the mu since 
last August. The question has been 
asked whether the Greek divers can 
not increase the output in Bahama 
waters, as was done in Florida with 
such unexpected success. Old dealers 
make the statement that Bahama 
waters require such immense depths 
as to make diving by Greeks imprac- 
ticable. So far all attempts have not 
met with success and only “hooking” 
is in vogue.

London, Nov. 10, 1906. 


The same price of £72 10s. per ton, paid 
last. week for crude Japan antimony needles 
holds sway in this, and the 25 cases offered 
at the drug auctions which were bought in can- 
not be had at a fraction less. Camphor—Crude 
China on spot was held for 355s. per cwt. at 
the drug auctions, but nothing found buyers 
of the 53 cases brought forward. Privately 
the market is rather quieter, no sales of any 
consequence being reported, though only 360s. 
per cwt. c. i. f. is asked to arrive. For re- 
fined Japan of 1-oz, tablets on spot 4s. 2d. to 
4s. 3d. per Ib. has been paid and 4s. 3d. per 
Ib. is now wanted by ail holders. For very 
small tablets the limit is 4s. 6d. per Ib. and 
2%-lb. slabs on spot have realized 4s. %d. per 
Ib., but 4s. 1%d. is wanted since. For arrival 
the quotation comes at 4s. 6d. to 4s. c. i, f. 
Of gamboge 32 cases of Siam pipe were of- 
fered, but holders not feeling inclined to give 
way in price, the whole was bought in at £17 
to £17 10s. to cost and firmly held thereat. 
Menthol crystals of the Kobayashi brand have 
been sold at 8s. 3d. per Ib. spot and Zuzuki 
to arrive has declined to 8s. 3d. er ib. c. i. f., 
with offers of Yazawa now coming forward at 


the same price, while Kobayashi is quoted 
at 8s. 3d. to 8s. 4%d. per Ib. c. i. f. For 
Star aniseed oil the market closes firm 
at 5s. 8d. per Ib. spot and for to 
arrive 5s. a sr Bm ea & £ is 
wanted. Cassia oil is steady but quiet at 


4s. 7d. per lb. spot for 70 to 75 per cent., at 
4s. 8d. for 75 to 80 per cent. and at 4s. 9d. 
per lb. spot for 80 to 85 per cent. The arrival 
prices are about 1d. per Ib. less than those 
quoted. Peppermint oil is selling on spot at 
14s. 5d. per lb. for H. A. H., and for Wayne 
county 10s. to 10s. 3d. per Ib. is asked. Japan 
is selling on spot at 6s. per Ib. for Kobayashi 
and at 5s. 11d. per Ib. for outside brands, 
closing buyers thereat, owing to being scarce. 
Japan wax continues to be sold on spot at 
56s. per cwt. for good white species and to 
arrive at 52s. 9d. ver cwt. c. 1. f. 

At the crude drug auction held on Thureday, 
Nov. 8, the supplies catalogued were rather 
large, but with a fair demand with a good 
quantity of the principal articles disposed of. 
Cape aloes were well competed for, the better 
qualities being steady and the lower slightly 
easier. Short round buchu leaves advanced 
further still, and cardamoms were in good de- 
mand, but the prices obtained were only steady 
to an occasional advance of 1s. per Ilb., while 
seeds were again dearer. Caecara sagrada was 
sold cheaply without reserve, and ergot of rye 
bas been given away for the price obtained for 
weevily Spanish. Dragon’s blood has been en- 
tirely neglected, while gamboge has been 
firmly held. Low stray gum asafoetida de- 
clined, but extreme prices were paid for Aus- 
tralian gum arabic. Gum benzoin was gener- 
ally slow, but steady prices were paid for the 
few lots disposed of. Honey on the whole was 


firm, but ipecac showed a decline for both 
Johore and Mattogrosso. Kola nuts were in 
fair eupply but lower. Menthol crystals, 


which had been tending cheaper of late, have 
now been sold at an actual decline, Tonauin 
star aniseed oil has been sold at much below 
the Chinese article. Rhubarb, which is very 
firm, realized good prices, and earsaparilia 
fetched full rates for every description brought 
forward. Timicoclly senna was again the fea- 
ture of the auction, owing to the strong com- 
petition displayed for every lot catalogued, and 
resulting in very high prices being paid. Sca- 
blac has advanced and of wax (bees) very 
litttle has found buyers this ue.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES 


General trade conditions have con- 
tinued highly satisfactory during the 
past week, and the general opinion is 
that business will continue active dur- 
ing the remainder of the year. Ad- 
vices from the principal transportation 
companies indicate there has been no 
abatement in the rush of business and, 
although facilities have increased by 
the addition of rolling stock, there has 
been little relief to the congested con- 
dition of miscellaneous freight at va- 
rious points throughout the country. 
Manufacturers are somewhat handi- 
capped by the delay in shipments, and 
some orders have been cancelled as a 
result of the inability of the railroads 
to accept shipments with the assurance 
that they will arrive at their destina- 
tion on schedule time. In the line of 
trade represented by the Reporter the 
demand for chemicals has shown im- 
provement. Consumers have been draw- 
ing freely on their contracts and have 
shown more disposition to cover future 
requirements. The demand for drugs 
has been of seasonable proportions, 
and the general undertone of the mar- 
ket has continued firm. The movement 
in dyestuffs and paints has been quiet, 
and the demand has shown the usual 
falling off incident to the approach of 
cold weather. Oils have been moder- 
ately active, Seed, animal and fish 
oils have been in fair request, but min- 
eral oils have been quiet. The indus- 
trial situation continues highly satis- 
factory. Activity in the building trade 
has shown no relaxation, and the 
structural iron and_ steel industries 
have been rushed to keep pace with 
building requirements. Reports from 
the metal trades indicate that the de- 
mand is exceptionally large, and that 
requirements for railroad supplies and 
electrical machinery show no diminu- 
tion. Reports from the textile industry 
are to the effect that trade has been 
very satisfactory, and that prices on all 
lines for spring delivery are held at 
the top level. Manufacturers of all 
classes of machinery report a continued 
active demand for their products, both 
here and abroad, Plants are running 
at their full capacity, and no relaxa- 
tion is looked for during the remainder 
of the year. Considerable talk has been 
heard in labor circles about impending 
strikes, but up to the moment nothing 
of importance has developed. The 
large railroads appear willing to grant 
a reasonable increase, and some have, 
but whether these increases will be sat- 
isfactory to the labor organizations is 
a fact to be determined later. The 
great agricultural staples have moved 
irregular, with wheat, oats and cotton 
showing strength and corn weakness. 
December wheat opened at 8113-1é6c., 
sold as low at 81%c. and as high as 
82%c., closing Friday at 82%c. Decem-~ 
ber oats opened at 38c. and continued 
steady at that price throughout the 
week. Cotton opened at 9.65c. and ad- 
vanced daily, selling as high as 10.29¢c., 
and closing Friday at 10.238c, Corn 
started the week at 52%c., a decline of 
%c., sold up to 53%c., and finally closed 
at 53%4c. The range for the week was 
52% @53%c. Lard was strong during 
the week, under an improved demand 
for foreign and domestic consumption. 
The range was 9.20@9.87%4c., closing 
Friday at 9.50c, for November delivery. 

The market for time money was 
firmer during the week, with the de- 
mand good and the supply moderate, 
Rates at the close were 7@7% per cent. 
for thirty to sixty days, 7 per cent. for 
ninety days,, 6@6% per cent. for four 
months and 6 per cent. for longer pe- 
riods, Money on call at the Stoek 
Exchange ranged from 3@20 per ceftt., 
with the bulk of the loans made at 7 
per cent. The average rate was 8% 
per cent. The closing rate on Friday 
was 4% per cent. Mercantile paper has 
sold in small quantities owing to local 
money conditions. Rates continued 
steady. Rates at the close were 6@ 
6% per cent. for sixty to ninety. days 
indorsements, 6@6% per cent. for choice 
single names having four to six months 
to run, and 6%@7 per cent. for other 
grades. The price of silver advanced 
during the week, closing on Friday at 
715%c., showing an advance of \%c. over 
the closing price of last week. Mexican 
dollars closed at 55%c. bid and 57%c. 
asked. The market for sterling ex- 
change was lower during the week but 
closed strong on Friday. Rates for ac- 
tual business at the close were 4.8040@ 
4.8045 for sixty days, 4,8585@4.8590 for 
demand and 4,8675@4.8680 for cables. The 
supply of grain and cotton bills was 
moderate. Rates at the close were 
steady at 4.795¢@4.81%4. 

The Industrials have shown no mark- 
ed activity and fluctuations have been 
within narrow limits. The general list 
of securities dealt in on the Stock Ex- 
change has moved irregular. Early in 
the week the market declined on fear 
of a strike on one or more of the great 
railroad systems, but later a recovery 
took place under the leadership of St. 
Paul and the entire list responded. 
Secretary Shaw stated during the week 
that he saw no present need of going 
to the assistance of the money market, 
and that, as before stated, unless con- 
ditions materially change he will ad- 
here to his intention not to refund, buy 
bonds or increase deposits. The Amer- 
ican Agricultural Chemical Co, has been 
adding to its manufacturing capacity 







by taking over two independent con- 
cerns, namely: The Hambertson and 
Hance and the Demise and Demise, 
both of Freehold, N. J. Standard. Oil 
made a new low record on the curb 
when it reached $525. The decline re- 
corded was directly due to the official 
announcement from Washington of at- 
tempted action for dissolving the cor- 
poration, and, possibly, also to the an- 
nouncement of indictments against the 
company’s leading officials in Ohio. 
The publication of the dividend of $10 
a share, which was the same as the cor- 
responding dividend last year, had no 
effect on the stock. 

Sugar stock was only moderately ac- 
tive. Little interest was manifested in 
the stock and fluctuations were gov- 
erned entirely by the general list. The 
last sale Friday was at 133%. 

The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 131%@135%, ‘the lowest 
on Monday and the highest Saturday, 
closing to-day at 1355, bid. 

Cotton Oil stock was fairly active 
and steady. A statement was published 
Monday showing the profits of the 
company to be $1,618,537, an increase 
over the previous year of $438,155. A 
balance of $781,621, after paying the 
dividend on the preferred stock, rep- 
resents an earning power of 3.85 per 
cent. on the common stock. The last 
sale Friday was at 33 ex dividend. 

The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 33@35\, the lowest Fri- 
day and the highest Wednesday, clos- 
ing to-day at 33 bid. 

Lead stock was moderately active 
and advanced on rumors of an in- 
creased demand and higher prices for 
its products.

Decline in Reputation and Value 


of Pinkroot. 


Washington, Nov. 16, 1906. 

The Department of Agriculture has pre- 
pared a bulletin in the interest of the drug 
trade designed to show the reasons for 
the decline in reputation and value of the 
drug known as pinkroot, which is attri- 
buted to the substitution of various plants 
which may easily be mistaken for the 
genuine article, which is believed to have 
decided therapeutic value. The bulletin is 
as follows:— 


The drug known as pinkroot is derived from 
the underground portions of Spigelia mari- 
landica L., an American herb now found 
growing most abundantly in the Southern 
States and occurring locally in the Mississippi 
Valley and eastward. It came into use in 
America as a vermifuge about 1723, and be- 
cause of its valuable properties soon came to 
occupy an important place in materia medica. 
Unfortunately, however, conflicting reports on 
its physiological effects in time established for 
pinkroot a reputation for uncertain action, and 
within the last fifty years the use of this 
drug, once regarded as highly reliable and 
valuable, has greatly decreased. Since it has 
seldom been held at high prices, the cost has 
not operated to drive it out of the market. 

The cause of the apparent loss of high effi- 
ciency formerly claimed for pinkroot has en- 
gaged the attention of students of crude drugs 
for many years. The demonstration by Dr. R. 
H. True that an unsuspected substitute had 
crept into the markets and to a considerable 
degree replaced the pure article, has explained 
in large measure the unfavorable commercial 
and medical status of pinkroot. The results 
here outlined of a detailed study of pinkroot 
and its more important adulterants may serve 
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The market review is complete to Satur- 
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to aid collectors in discerning the real pink- 
root and to assist drug experts in distinguish- 
ing the plant from its sophistications in its 
commercial form. 

The complex nature of the material put upon 
the market as pinkroot has long been known 
to the drug trade, and, although the real na- 
ture of the spurious article was not under- 
stood, its presence was recognized, and various 
sorts of pinkroot came to be distinguished by 
definite trade names—e. g., true pinkroot, gen- 
uine pinkroot, southpinkroot, Georgia pink- 
root, Bast Tennessee pinkroot, Western pink- 
root and true fiber pinkroot. The visible dif- 
ferences by which these trade varities are seg- 
regated may be utilized in distinguishing the 
true from the false pinkroot, as it is now 
definitely known that certain of the trade va- 
rieties are wholly composed of worthless sub- 
stitutes. 

In many cases careless or unscrupulous col- 
lectors and dealers have not regarded the dis- 
tinguishing features of the various sorts of 
pinkroot, or have been ignorant of them, with 
the result that very general confusion exists 
as to the character of the real drug and its 
adulterants. The authors of some prominent 
publications on crude drugs have evidently 
based their observations on trade varieties of 
pinkroot, as they have illustrated and described 
one of the most important adulterants as true 
pinkroot. 

East Tennessee pinkroot (Ruellia_ ciliosa 
Pursh), a member of the plant family, Aean- 
thaceae, is the most important adulterant. Ob- 
servations on the plant structures present in 
commercial samples of pinkroot convinced Dr. 
R. H. True, in 1900, that the chief part of this 
crude drug consisted of a substitute instead 
of Spigelia and that this substitute was a 
species of Ruellia. In trying to get plants 
of pinkroot for cultivation, Dr. True, in 1903, 
purchased several hundred roots from a dealer 
in Eastern Tennessee. These roots were set 
out in the testing gardens of the Bureau of 
Plant Industry at Washington, D. C., and the 
plants kept under close observation. On de- 
veloping they were found to differ markedly 
from Spigelia, and upon flowering were iden- 
tified as Ruellia ciliosa, a plant which had 
never appeared in the list of suspected adul- 
terants prior to this time. 

The examination of the microscopic structure 
of this plant recalled at once the figures in 
some text books purporting to represent 
Spigelia and those illustrating an article by 
Phlox carolina, a plant which has long been 
regarded as an extensive substitute for pink- 
root. It was evident that a double confusion 
existed with regard to Ruellia. On the one 
hand it was so widely mistaken for Spigelia 
that its peculiar structures have been regarded 
as diagnostic of pinkroot, and on the other it 
was recognized as a substitute, but wrongly 
regarded as Phiox, a plant lacking many of 
the striking characteristics of Ruellia. 

In order to satisfactorily determine the re- 
lation of these substitutions to the true pink- 
root, observations have for three years been 
made upon plants of Spigelia, Ruellia and 
Phlox under cultivation at Washington, D. C., 
and fresh material secured from them has 
been used in making a comparative study of 
their structure. The results of this study do 
not support the view that Phlox is an adul- 
terant of pinkroot, and, moreover, several 
samples of a substitution supposed to be 
Phlox have proved, upon examination, to be 
composed entirefy of MRuellia. It is only 
through long and familiar observation in the 
living condition of all species here concerned 
that it has been practicable to uncover fully 
the true relations involved in the drug called 
pinkroot. 

Aside from Ruellia the adulterants of Spi- 
gella may be regarded as impurities, due in 
the main either to the carelessness of the col- 





lector in not sorting out the roots with which 
the plant was associated in its growth, or per- 
haps to a lack of familiarity with the piant 
on the part of young or inexperienced collec- 
tors. With Spigelia other roots sometimes 
occur which have a greater market value than 
the true pinkroot, and therefore cannot be re- 
garded’ as intentional adulterants. The worth- 
less roots frequently present, however, may 
have been introduced by the collector with full 
knowledge that a fraud was being perpetrated. 
in commercial samples of pinkroot, among 
other impurities have been observed roots of 
goiden seal (Hydrastis canadensis L.), ser- 
pentaria (Aristolochia serpentaria L.), soap- 
wort (Saponaria officinalis L.), wild yam 
(Dioscorea villosa L.) and stone root (Collin- 
sonia canadensis L.). 

Once fafthiliar with the true pinkroot it is 
hard to see how any drug collector could con 
fuse it with the plants so frequently substi- 
cuted in its place. Spigelia and Ruellia grow 
over large areas, largely overlapping and in 
much the same habitat, and have on the whole 
a certain general resemblance, but they should 
be readily distinguished by observing any one 
of their several striking characteristics. 

In Ruellia the flowers are borne scatteringly 
along the stem in the axils of the leaves; 
in Spigelia they are aggregated at the top of 
the plant in a one-sided spike. In Ruellia the 
pale magenta-colored corolla forms a slender 
tube below, expanded upward into a broad, 
flaring limb. The anthers and style are not 
protruded. In Spigelia the corolla forms a 
rather broad tube, narrowest at the throat, 
proolnged upward into spreading, narrow, tri- 
angular portions. The exterior is brilliant car- 
dinal in color, bright yellow on the inside; the 
style and anthers are exserted. The leaves of 
Ruellia are bright green, usually short-petioled 
or sessile, frequently more or less hairy. In 
SPigelia they are dark green, glossy «and 
sessile. 

In the crude drug the forms are separated 
by less evident gross characters. Ruellia, 
however, has a coarser, harsher root system 
than Spigelia, and the roots show a tendency 
to lose the cortical tissues, leaving the naked, 
woody cylinder exposed. The roots of Spigelia 
are delicate, fibrous and usually very nu- 
merous. When dry they break and crumble 
very readily. 

The difference in structure between Spigelia 
and its substitutions as seen under the micro- 
scope are usually very marked. This is es- 
pecially true of Ruellia, the only important 
adulterant found with Spigelia, since the other 
plant parts sometimes present are usually 
recognized by their gross characters. A com- 
parison will show the most important differ- 
ences in minute structure. The numerous 
ecystoliths present in Ruellia as a very con- 
spicuous feature are wholly lacking in Spige- 
lia and Phlox ovata. The large sclereids of 
the root of Ruellia are not found in the other 
two plants, and starch, which is present in 
Spigelia, is absent in both Ruellia and Phlox. 

In the powdered form Ruellia always re- 
veals its presence by the numerous stone cells 
and cystoliths, which usually remain intact 
even in finely powdered material. Powdered 
samples of the underground portions of the 
Phlox at hand gave no reaction for starch. 
The fineness of the starch grain of Spigelia 
and its lack of striking characters render un- 
certain its identification among many other 
plant starches which might be readily intro- 
duced in the powdered drug. The starch grains 
of Spigelia in powdered pinkroot are asso- 
ciated with paranchyma cells and long light- 
colored sclerenchyma fibers. The absence of 
starch from a powder supposedly made of 
pinkroot suggests at once that the material is 
not Spigelia. On the other hand, the @mresence 
of starch, while indicative of Spigelia, is by no 
means conclusive proof of its presence.

Trade in the general chemical mar- 
ket has increased during the past week.

Deliveries on existing contracts have 
been enormous, and although some dis- 
satisfaction has been manifested about 
delayed shipments, owing to the con- 
gestion of freight cars at various con- 
suming points, the bulk of business 
has been Satisfactory. Bleach is scarce 
on spot, owing to an increased demand 
and small arrivals.

Heavy Chemicals. 


ALKALI.—The shortage of freight 
cars hampers the prompt distribution 
of stocks which consumers need to 
meet their current requirements. The 
demand is reported good both for spot 
and future and prices have _ ruled 
steady at recent quotations. Sales have 
been made on the basis of .75c. for 
light in bulk, .80c. in bags, and dense 
in bulk .80c., and bags .85c., with or- 
dinary 48 per cent. at 87%c. f. 0. b. 
works, as to quantity and terms of 
sale. Sales in the local market have 
been of good volume on the basis of 
.85@.95c., as to test, quantity and seller. 

BICARB OF SODA.—Trade for the 
week has been good considering the dif- 
ficulty experienced in transportation 
facilities. Additional sales to regular 
deliveries have been made On the basis 
of 1.30c. in bulk, 1.50c. for kegs, f. o. b.

BLEACHING POWDER.—Available 
supplies of spot are very scarce owing 
to the heavy consuming demand and 
arrivals have been barely sufficient to 
keep up with current requirements.

CAUSTIC SODA.—An active steady 
market has been in progress during the 
past week. The movement on existing 
contracts has been somewhat restricted 
owing to the shortage of freight cars, 
but the aggregate valume of business 
has been up to seasonable expectations, 
Orders have been booked on the basis 
of 1.75@1.80c. and 10c, higher for 60 per 
cent., f. 0. b. works, as to quantity and 
terms of sale. Powdered has been in 
good request at 254@3c., as to test, 
quantity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—The glass makers 
have been drawing freely on their con- 
tracts and deliveries into other con- 
suming channels have been heavy. Ad- 
ditional orders have been booked on the 
basis of 65c. in bulk, as to quantity 
and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—While more or less de- 
lay has been experienced in shipments 
on account of car shortage, business 
for the week has been exceptionally 
good, with additional orders booked on 
the basis of .80c. f.

Special Alcohol Exhibit at James- 


town Exhibition. 
Washington, Nov. 16, 1906. 


Prof. Charles E. Munroe, who is at the 
head of the school of chemistry of the 
George Washington University, has been 
designated by the Jamestown Exposition 
Commission to prepare an elaborate ex- 
hibit covering the production and chief 
uses of denatured alcohol. The exposition 
will be opened in May, 1907, and will be 
participated in by the United States Gov- 
ernment, which has appropriated $1,575,000 
for the purpose, and by the leading coun- 
tries of Europe. Prof. Munroe has pre- 
pared a memorandum with regard to the 
alcohol exhibit, which contains informa- 
tion of importance to all prospective ex- 
hibitors, the text of which is as follows:— 

By act of Congress, approved June 7, 1906, 
alcohol which has been denatured or rendered 
unsuitable tor drinking purposes, may, from 
and after January 1, 1907, be used in the arts 
and industries, and for fuel, light and power 
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without the payment of internal revenue tax, 
thus making a cheap and inexhaustible source 
of energy available to our people with which 
to supplement the coal, petroleum and gas de- 
posits which are now being too rapidly drawn 
upon, To enable our people the more readily 
to avail themselves of this legislation and to 
promote invention, through which the largest 
advantage may be taken of this privilege, an 
exhibit will be made of the various appara- 
tuses, machines and appliances by which the 
heat, light and power which can be obtained 
from alcohol may be _ utilized for domestic, 
agricultural and manufacturing purposes, and 
also of the articles of manufacture into which 
alcohol enters as a component or factor. 

The special alcunol exhibit will occupy one- 
half of a special building, the other half to be 
devoted to the government fuel-testing display 
of the Geological Survey. This building will 
be about 100 feet wide by 300 feet long ana 
will occupy a most prominent location. It 
will be so constructed as to make it practi- 
cally fireproof. 

As the space which may be devoted to this 
purpose is limited, discretion will be exercised 
in the admission of exhibits. The policy pur- 
sued is to gather here only the most represen- 
tative and best types of each description of 
apparatus, machine, appliance or product and 
to secure a collection which shall, from this 
point of view, be complete and comprehensive. 
To lend interest to the exhibit it is desired 
that the engines actuated by alcohol shall be 
doing work, that the building shall be lighted 
by alcohol burners, that demonstrations shall 
be made of the methods of use of the other de- 
vices and that many manufecturing operations 
shall be carried on. In addition careful scien- 
tific tests may be made of the efficiency of 
alcohol as compared with other sources of 
energy in doing useful work, 

Several schemes of classification are possible, 
but it is deemed that the interests of the pa- 
trons of the exposition as well as those of 
the exhibitors will be best subserved by the 
following :— 

Class A.—Apparatus and appliances for use 
in the household:— 

(1) Lighting—Historical exhibit with pictures, 
drawings and other illustrative matter; lamps, 
chandeliers, artistic designs for lighting ap- 
paratus. 

(2) Heating—Historical exhibit with pictures 
and other illustrative matter; stoves for heat- 
ing and for cooking; sad irons, driers; chafing 
dishes, cigar lighters, water heaters, toilet ap- 
pliances., 

Class B.—Apparatus and appliances for indus- 
trial uses: 

Alcohol torches, high temperature burners, 
blast lamps, engines, stationary and mobile, 
for use on land and water; special devices ac- 
tuated by alcohol motors. 

Class C.—Products of manufacture in which 
alcohol is used:— 

Chemicals of which alcohol forms a com- 
ponent part; chemicals and pharmaceuticals 
made by the aid of alcohol; photographic ma- 
terials, pyroxylin plastics, incandescent man- 
tles, hats, varnishes, 

Class D.—Manufacture of alcohol:— 

Materials for use in the manufacture of al- 
cohol such as malt, corn, potatoes, molasses 
from the sugar cane and beet, and other sub- 
stances; pictures, photographs, plans, models 
and statistics of distilleries for the manufac- 
ture of alcohol from grain, potatoes, molasses 
and other materials through fermentation; 
small working distillery in operation; by- 
products from the manufacture of alcohol such 
as cattle foods, corn oil, fusel oil and other 
substances; apparatus used in distilleries such 
as stills of various forms, column and other 
condensers, cookers, driers and filters; methods 
for production of ‘‘grain’’ alcohol from wood, 
with diagrams and samples of materials and 
products; photographs, diagrams, models and 
statistics of factories for the manufacture of

wood alcohol by the destructive distillation of 
wood, illustrating the retort, oven and kiln 
methods and refineries; model wood distillation 
factory in operation; materials produced by the 
dry distillation of wood and in the further 
refining of the crude product; working plant 
for denaturing alcohol in accordance with the 
regulations prescribed by the U. 8. Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue; materials used for 
denaturing alcohol or proposed for this use in 
various industries in the United States and 
foreign countries, 

There has been a great deal of complaint at 
previous expositions on account of cost of ex- 
hibiting. The management intends there shall 
be no such complaint at the Jamestown Ex- 
position. With this in mind it is already tam. 
ing such steps as will insure to the exhibitor 
the very best of everything in the matter of 
installation and maintenance of his exhibit at 
the lowest possible cost, 

In arranging for the handling of exhibits, 
storage, etc., and for the furnishing of all 
necessary accessories, exclusive contracts will 
be made only when the management has first 
assured itself the best interest of the ex- 
hibitor will be subserved thereby. 

The system under which exhibits will be 
judged and awards made has been carefully 
worked out. and every exhibitor mav_ rest 
assured that he will receive fair treatment in 
this respect. An absolutely fair, impartial and 
competent jury will be selected in all classes. 
The services of expert scientists and specialists 
will be secured in this connection. It must 
be understood that the jury will be well bal- 
anced from both the commercial and technicar 
standpoint. No exhibitor can serve on a jury 
unless his exhibit is out of competition. 

Under this plan it will be possible to secure 
an absolutely unbiassed and disinterested jury, 
and at the same time a body composed of men 
who will be recognized as the foremost authori- 
ties in their particular lines in the United 
States. 

Manufacturers who are interested in the al- 
cohol question are invited to indicate their 
desire to consider the matter of an exhibit by 
requesting Prof. Munroe to forward an appli- 
eation blank, which will be promptly sent, 
together with the rules and regulations cover- 
ing the exhibits. Assignments of space will 
be made as early as possible in order to give 
exhibitors plenty of time in which to prepare 
their exhibits; therefore, those who do not file 
application promptly may find, when _ they 
finally determine to exhibit, that all available 
space has been taken.

The Lead Industry in 1905. 
Washington, Nov. 16, 1906. 

The annual report of the U. S. Geologi- 
cal Survey on the production of lead in 
1905, which has been somewhat delayed 
for the purpose of securing accurate fig- 
ures not only regarding output but also 
consumption, has been completed by 
Charles Kirchhoff. An abstract of this 
important report, which contains the lat- 
est information regarding the consolida- 
tion movement in the lead industry, is 
presented below:— 

The year 1905 was characterized by a very 
heavy consumptive demand, bordering on fam- 
ine toward the close of the year, advancing 
prices and a considerably enlarged though in- 
adequate domestic production. The lead in- 
terests of the country underwent further strides 
in the direction of greater concentration. The 
American Smelters Securities Company was 
organized, which acquired the hitherto inde- 
pendent Pacific coast smelters, and in Septem- 
ber the same corporation took over the Federal 
Mining and Smelting Company, controlling 
large mining properties in the Coeur d'Alene 
district. A long-time contract was also made 
for the product of the Bunker Hill and Sulli- 
van mines in the same district. 

The United States Mining, Smelting and Re- 
fining Company has put into operation an_in- 
dependent smelting plant at Bingham Juc- 
tion, Utah, and 1s building a lead refinery at 
East Chicago. 

The principal outside interests now are a 
group of larger mines in Southeast Missouri, 
with the St. Joseph Lead Company as the 
largest, and the producers of lead in Southwest 
Missouri and Kansas, the greater part of 
whose output, practically an incident to zinc 
mining, goes to local smelters, conspicuous 
among whom are the Picher, Galena and 
Granby companies. There are two independent 
refining plants, the Pennsylvania and the Bal- 
lach, the latter handling largely foreign base 
bullion. 

The following distribution of the production 
of lead by States and Territories has been ar- 
rived at from returns made to this office by 
the smelting works in the absence of statistics 
obtained directly from the mines. These re- 
turns for 1904 and 1905 are as follows:—

The yield in merchant pig lead of the con- 
tents of the ores smelted, after undergoing the 
smelting, desilverizing and refining operations, 
is estimated at 95 per cent. 

The figure for the lead contents of the ores 
of the Mississippi Valley and of the Southern 
States is a total of two returns. It represents 
the pig lead produced by smelters in Missouri, 
Kansas, Wisconsin and Iowa, usually known 
as soft lead, from non-argentiferous ores, and 
the lead contents of the ores from both dis- 
tricts purchased and smelted by works which 
handle argentiferous ores and which therefore 
divert the metal into the desilverized or hard 
lead, For the year 1905 this total of 104,058 
short tons embraced 103,116 short tons of pig 
lead smelted directly by non-argentiferous 
smelters and 942 tons of lead contents of Mis- 
sissippi Valley and Southern ores smelted by 
desilverizing plants. 

In calculating the yleld of lead the allow- 
ance of 95 per cent. does not therefore apply to 
the total of 312.728 tons in the table, but to 
a quantity less by 103,116 tons of merchant 
pig lead, or tc 209,612. Of this latter quan- 
tity 95 per cent., or 199,131 short tons, may 
be estimated as the merchant lead product 
of the lead contained in the ores mined in the 
United States during 1905. Adding the 103.116 
tons of soft lead directly produced in the Mis- 
sissipp! Valley a total is reached of 302,247 
short tons. In order to indicate that it is 
an approximation the rounded figure of 302,000 
tons is accepted as representing the lead pro- 
duction of the United States from domestic 
ores for the year 1905. 

Redistributing this total pro rata among the 
States and Territories which yielded plumbif- 
erous ores in 1905. the following figures are 
reached as the probable production of mer- 
chant lead assignable to each, compared with 
1904:—

In 1886 there began in the United States the 
treatment of foreign ores and of foreign base 
bullion, largely drawn from Mexico, which 
reached very large proportions in 1897 and sub- 
sequent years, A large part of this metal is 
smelted or refined in bond, and is exported, but 
a certain tonnage is imported for domestic 
consumption and some lead is brought in as 
‘‘exempt’’ lead without paying a duty. This 
has a very considerable influence upon the 
commercial statistics of the metal. 

The following table shows the total produc- 
tion of refined lead In the United States during 
the past nine years irrespective of the source 
from which it was drawn, the production of 
desilverized lead and of soft lead. A column 
is also added showing the quantity of lead 
reported by the works as having been obtained 
from foreign base bullion and foreign ores:—

Hard Lead.—Since 1891 special returns from 


desilverizers have been made on the quantity 
of antimony or hard lead produced. The quan- 
tity was 4,048 tons in 1891, 6,030 tons in 1892, 
and 8.013 tons in 1893. Im 1896 the produetion 
ef hard lead was 7,507 tons, rising to 8,867 tons 
im 1897, and declining again to 8,478 tons in 
1898. It amounted to 6,348 tons in 1899, to 
9,906 tons in 1900, to 10,656 tons in 1901, to 
9,169 tons in 1902, to 9,570 tons in 1903, to 
11,001 tons in 1904, and to 10,995 tons in 1905. 

According to the direct returns of the 
smelters and refiners, the imports of lead con- 
sisted of 55,444 short tons of base bullion and 
25,349 tons of lead in foreign ores, equivalent 
to about 79,500 tons of lead. Deducting this 
from the total production of pig lead in 1905 
of 399,302 short tons, we arrive at an esti- 
mate of about 320,000 short tons aggthe make 
of lead in 1905 from ores mined in e United 
States. The estimate of 302,000 tons adopted 
by this office has been accepted as probably 
most closely representing the true quantity, 
allowance being made for ores in transit and 
in course of treatment. 

Domestic Producers.—The production of the 
Mississippi Valley showed a further satisfac- 
tory increase during 1905. In the lead-zine 
region of southwest Missouri and southeast 
Kansas the quantity of lead concentrates ob- 
tained in mining for zinc, the mineral of 
larger value, was slightly less than it had beén 
during the year 1904. The local smelting 
plants—the Picher Lead Company, the Galena 
Smelting and Manufacturing Company, and the 
Granby Mining and Smelting Company—pro- 
duced, in 1905, 21,296 short tons of pig lead, 
as against 19,581 tons in 1904 and 17,343 tons 
in 1903. A somewhat larger tonnage of ore 
than formerly was therefore derived from 
local smelters. 

The principal increase in the production of 
soft lead has taken place, however, in south- 
east Missouri, where the largest producer, the 
St. Joseph Lead Company, considerably in- 
creased its output. The Federal Lead Com- 
pany, which is controlled by the American 
Smelting and Refining Company, and which 
owns the Derby and Federal mines in the Flat 
River district and the smelting mines near St. 
Louis, acquired the mines, concentrator and 
smelting plant of the Central Lead Company. 
This company, when in full operation, has pro- 
duced about 5,500 tons of lead per annum. The 
Desloge, Madison, North American and Na- 
tional mines were in full operation. The Mine 
la Motte made a product close to that of its 
former days. Throughout the southwest Mis- 
ouri district there is great activity in pros- 
pecting land with the diamond drill, and with 
old properties expanding and new mines fall- 
ing into line the output is likely to show a 
steady development. 

The year 1905 has been one of great activity 
in the Coeur d’Alene region, which, so far as 
output is concerned, has been confined almost 
entirely to the old mines. These have devel- 
oped further large and rich borders in the 
deepest levels, notably in the Morning mine 
at Mullan, acquired during 1905 by the Fed- 
eral Mining and Smelting Company; the Mace 
mine, owned by the same interest; the Hecla, 
at Burke, and the Bunker Hill and Sullivan, 
at Wardner. Some shipments have been made 
by smaller producers, which are being opened 
up in order to prepare them for more exten- 
sive operations. 

Leadville continues a heavy producer of lead, 
the camp contributing a little over one-half 
of the total of Colorado. The principal ship 
ping mines in 1905 were the group controlled 
by the Western Mining Company, a Guggen- 
heim interest, with the Coronado, the A. M 
Co. and the A. Y, and M., the New Monarch, 
controlled by the same parties who operate the 
independent Ohio and Colorado smelters at 
Salida, the Reindeer and the Ibex. Extensive 
tunnel operations are opening up large bodies 
of low grade ores in Leadville, not hitherto 
available on account of the cost of pumping, 
and the better price obtained for silver is 
making moderately profitable ores which could 
only be mined at a loss. The Aspen district 
in Pitkin county, the second in importance, 
was favorably affected also by the latter 
cause, 

The lead production of Utah fell off during 
1905 chiefly because of the cave-in of the On- 
tario tunnel at Park City, in March, which 
stopped operations during nearly the whole 
of the remainder of the year. It put a stop 
for the time being to the development in depth 
of the Daly-West. The Silver King shipped 
heavily. Promising results have followed ac- 
tive developments in the Bonanza Flat section 
of the district. In the Stockton district the 
Honerine drain tunnel approached completion, 
in anticipation of which the principal mines 
confined themselves to preparatory work. In 
the Tintic district the Centennial-Eureka mine 
of the United States Mining Company was the 
heaviest shipper. At Alta the old Flagstaff 
mine is being opened, and the Columbus Con- 
solidated has developed high-grade shipping 
ore. 

The lead-smelting plant of the United States 
Company, with three furnaces at Bingham 
Junction, went into commission early in 
1905, and an addition to it, practically doubling 
it, is being made. The company has also ac- 
quired the old Richmond and FEureka mines 
in Nevada and lead properties in Idaho, and 
has planned the building of a lead desilver- 
izing and refining plant at East Chicago. 

A number of isolated local smelting plants 
built during 1905, among which are the Luna 
Lead Company, of Deming, N. M.. which 
handles ‘chiefly New Mexican and some Ari- 
zona ores, and the Arizona-Mexican Mining 
and Smelting Company, of Needles, Cal., 
which blew in in February, 1908. The com- 
pany has its mines at Stockton Hill and Cer- 
bat, Ariz., and Siam, Cal. The Mowry Mines 
Company, at Mowry, Ariz., started in Decem 
ber. At Sand Point. Idaho, the Panhandle 
Smelting Company (limited) was building in 
1905, and is expected to operate before the 
middle of the current year. 

Smelting and Refining in Bond.—The records 
of the Bureau of Statistics of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor make the followine 
exhibit of the warehouse transactions in lead 
during the past two years. This covers the 
smelting and refining of lead in bond:—

The exports of lead from foreign base bullion 
and ores given in the above table are from 
the direct returns of the refiners themselves. 

Prices.—With the exception of a lowering in 
prices in January the lead market showed suc- 
cessive advances during the whole year, these 
becoming more pronounced during the closing 
months. There was virtually a famine of lead 
during the last quarter, so that very large 
premiums were paid for prompt delivery over 
the official prices named by the American 
Smelting and Refining Company. The price 
changes made by that interest were as fol- 
lows:—The year opened with lead at 4.60c., 
New York; on January 23 the price was made 
4.45¢c., New York; on March 20, 4.50c.; on 
July 26, 4.60c.; August 24, 4.85¢.; November 
1, 5.15¢c.; on November 16, 5.25c.; December 4, 
5.35c., and December 21, 5.60c. Toward the 
end of October the outside price was §.32%éc., 


New York. It reached 5.40c. early in No 
vember, and had risen to the equivalent of 
5.90c., New York, in the end of December. 


In that month several thousand tons of actual 
foreign lead were ordered for importation, the 
domestic market having absorbed the total! 
domestic product and the usual quantity of 
exempt lead.

Dealers report generally quiet condi- 
tions, with a chiefly routine movement, 
and the market is steady with no 
changes of importance. The alubumen 
situation remains the same, and last 
week’s a@vanced prices are now firm- 
ly established. Routine conditions pre- 
vail in regard to aniline oil and salts. 
Considerable business has been done in 
gambier, but market prices have under- 
gone no change. Indigo is easy. Su- 
mac continues in extreme scarcity, and 
the few holders get almost any prices. 
Tin crystals are unchanged. 

ALBUMEN.—Last week’s conditions 
still hold. The complete absence of 
stocks of duck egg albumen in this 
country and the sympathetic advance 
of chicken egg, have established spot 
prices firmly on a 56c. basis, ranging 
as high as 68@75c. for the genuine 
Russian. Dealers are pessimistic about 
the outlook, as shipments from China 
are not expected before January-Feb- 
ruary. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Move- 
ment has been largely of a routine 
character without any feature of in- 


terest. Quotations are steady at 11%@ 
1lze, for oil and 10@10%c. for salts, 
crystals. 


ANTIMONY SALTS.—The market is 
steady, but with higher’ tendencies 
noted. Spot prices are well maintained 
at 31%c. for 75 per cent., 254% @27%c.

per cent, 

CUTCH.—There is no inquiry, and 
the market is rather uninteresting. On 
the spot the old prices still hold, 6@8c.

Foreign Postage Method. 


Montgomery Ward & Co., of Chicago, 
write to the Bureau of Manufacturers 
as follows:— 


We see so much in the Consular Re- 
ports about insufficient postage being 
placed on letters from American ex- 
porters to clients abroad that it occurs to 
us our idea for insuring the proper post- 
age on foreign letters may be of interest 
to your readers. We inclose three envel- 
opes marked “A,’’ “‘B,” and “‘C,”’ the first 
named (3% by 6% inches) being used 
where 2-cent postage applies. “‘B’’ (4% by 
65g), which also contains ‘“‘C’’ (4% by 5%) 
for reply, is used for all letters requiring 
foreign postage. Being of a distinctive 
color and size. these are readily discerni- 
ble by our mailing clerks, who pass all 
such to one clerk especially charged with 
stamping foreign mail. The size, more- 
over, conforms to foreign mails much 
better than our envelopes of the usual 
shape. We rarely have complaints of the 
character you mention. The amount of 
due postage we are called on to pay has 
likewise been greatly reduced since we 
have used self-addressed return envelopes 
like “C’”’ (on the stamp corner of which is 
printed ‘postage from British countries, 
2144d.’"’"—5 cents).

Convention of Official Agricultu- 


ral Chemists. 
Washington, Nov. 16, 1906. 


Probably the most interesting feature of 
the twenty-third annual convention of 
the Association of Official Agricultural 
Chemists, held in this city during the past 
week, was the discussion of a proposition 
to ask Congress to pass a national fertil- 
izer law intended to cover the import, 
export and interstate trade in fertilizers, 
to prescribe standards and to provide 
penalties for the violation of the law and 
the regulations to be prescribed there- 
under. The principle underlying such a 
statute would be practically identical 
with that upon which the recently en- 
acted pure food and drug law is based. 
Power to enact such a federal law would 
spring from the constitutional authority 
of Congress to regulate interstate com- 
merce. The discussion of this interesting 
question during the convention developed 
the fact that it is the best opinion not 
only in the fertilizer trade, but among 
the officials who would have more or less 
to do with the enforcement of such a law, 
that its enactment at this time would be 
premature and a report was_ finally 
adopted practically declaring the pro- 
posed law inopportune and unnecessary. 

The subject of fertilizer legislation was 
referred by the convention to a committee 
composed of Harvey W. Wiley, chief 
chemist of the Department of Agriculture, 
chairman, H. B. McDonnell, of Maryland, 
and B. B. Ross, of Alabama. This com- 
mittee after full discussion authorized Dr. 
Wiley to present the following report to 
the convention:— 

“During the past year your chairman has 
had little opportunity either to study the sub- 
ject of a national fertilizer law or to commu- 
nicate on the subject with his fellow members, 
He has, however, acting under the instructions 
of the committee, had two conferences with 
Mr. W. H. Bowker, representing the manu- 
facturing interests. It was the-opinion of the 
committee that any legislation which might be 
formed should, if possible, receive the support 
not only of the State chemists charged with 
the inspection of fertilizer materials, but also 
of the agricultural manufacturing interests. 
It is believed by your committee that it is 
possible to frame a measure so ethical in its 
principles and so general in its application as 
to merit and secure the support of all inter 
ested parties. To this end I submitted to Mr. 
Howker a rough draft of a proposed measure 
lrawn for the purpose of regulating interstate 
-ommerce in fertilizing materials, and I askea 
him also to submit a tentative measure which 
%ur committee might consider. To this request 
ft received the following reply:— 

** ‘October 18, 1906, 43 Chatham Street, Bos- 
ton, Mass.—Dr. H. W. Wiley, Secretary A. 0. 
4. C. Association, Washington. D. C. Dear 
Dr. Wiley:—Yours of October 16, informing me 
of the meeting of the Association of Official 
Agricultural Chemists, to be held in Washing- 
ton November 7 to 10, and also inquiring about 
the tentative bill in relation to uniform fertf- 
lizer legislation, Is received. In reply, let me 
say that I hope to be present at the meeting 
of the association, but with reference to the 
tentative bill, I am sorry to say that I have 
not prepared one which I want to submit at 
this time. 

‘***You will remember that you asked me in 
the spring ‘‘to prepare a tentative bill accep- 
table. in my opinion, to the fertilizer inter- 
ests,’’ and I would say that 1 have been work- 
ing on such a measure, but it does not alto- 
gether suit me, and, what is more to the 

oint, I could not offer it as a measure which, 
nm my opinion, would be ‘‘acceptable’’ at this 
time to the fertilizer manufacturers. I am 
afraid that there are as many minds as there 
are manufacturers and that we can never get 
together until we are face to face with pro- 
posed legislation. When I last saw you in 
New York you will remember that you ex- 
pressed the opinion that the matter should go 
over for a year or two and I have concurred. 
In that event, you and your associates can 
study the matter and come to some agreement, 
and, meantime, I will see what can be done 
with the manufacturers. 

*‘Anything which I might present now 
would be only my personal measure, and it 
might bring down upon me the wrath of the 
trade. In fact, I am not willing to stand 
sponsor for any measure without further con- 
sultation. TI think, therefore, the whole sub- 
fect should be left as it was last fall, and you 
will recall that I suggested in my remarks that 
the official chemists should first get together 
and agree upon some measure and then submit 
{t to the manufacturers, who, when they are 
face to face with such a proposition, will, no 
doubt, appoint a committee to meet a com- 
mittee of your association. 

“**T want to co-operate and do all T can to 
assist you, for you have been very considerate, 
but I think it might be premature for me to 
present a measure now and perhaps create 
discord, whereas, in the interests of the whole, 
we want harmony and co-operation. I hope to 
gee you at the meeting. Yours very truly. 

** (Signed) . H. Bowker.’ 

“YT therefore, after having had a conference 
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with Mr. Bowker, addressed him the following 
letter:— 


** ‘October 29, 1906. Dr. W. H._ Bowker, 43 
Chatham street, Boston, Mass.—Dear Sir: I 
have yours of the 18th inst. and am very con- 
tent to let the matter rest awhile until there 
is more of a crystallization in sentiment re- 
garding it. I think in the end there should be 
no difficulty in an agreement between our as- 
sociation and the association of manufacturers. 
I think this for two reasons:—First, I think 
that the association of manufacturers is made 

of honest men who want to give the equiv- 
alent of the prices for the goods which they 
furnish. I think they are men who are per- 
fectly willing to mark their goods so as to 
show their character. On the other hand, I 


think our association is composed of honorable 
men who wish to secure the protection above 
mentioned for their clients and for the farm- 
ers. There are many details respecting the 
character of labeling and the character of the 
guarantee, the discussion of which should be 
approached in a friendly spirit. Respectfully 
(signed) H. W. Wiley, Chief.’ 


“I may be permitted to add the following 
to the report which has been made. During 
the past year, as you all know, important 
measures regulating interstate commerce in 


foods and drugs were pending before the Con- 
gress of the United States. To secure suc- 
cessful legislation on these measures required 
the united efforts of all the interested parties. 
It appeared to your committee that it would be 
unwise at such a time to distract the attention 
of Congress and of the friends of legislation 
by asking for the consideration of another 
measure of a similar character. If the prin- 
ciple of the control of interstate commerce in 
products of this kind is succesfully main- 
tained in the administration of the food law 
and is supported by the courts, it will be less 
difficult in the future to secure the needed 
legislation of a national character affecting in 
terstate commerce in fertilizers. 

“It is considered the duty of your committee 
to call attention also to the reasons which 
occur to many for considering the proposed 
legislation inopportune or unnecessary. One 
of the chief of these reasons is the fear that 
national legislation, regulating interstate com- 
merce in fertilizers, may interfere with exist- 
ing State legislation, especially in regard to 
fees for inspection or license. These reasons 
are well summarized in the following article 
from the National Stockman and Farmer:— 


‘***Among the subjects before the Association 
of Official Agricultural Chemists which meets 
in Washington, D. C., this week is a_ pro- 
posed national fertilizer law. This law is in- 
tended to cover the import, export and inter- 
state trade in fertilizers, prescribe standards, 
etc. We do not favor any such legislation at 
this time for several reasons, a few of which 
will be mentioned. First, there is no necessity 
for a national fertilizer law and no demand for 
it by the people in whose interest such legis- 
lation should be enacted. There is no neces- 
sity for it because 27 States have fertilizer 
laws of their own, every State in which fer- 
tilizers are used in any quantity. These laws 
are enforced by State officials, with the aid 
of the experiment stations in some cases, As 
a rule they are adapted to the needs of the 
States and are as well enforced as other 
State laws—better perhaps than a national law 
could be enforced. That they are satisfactory 
to the interests they are intended to protect 
is evident from the lack of complaint by those 
interests who are responsible for their exist- 
ence. If there is any demand from farmers 
for a national fertilizer law we have never 
heard of it. No agricultural or live stock asso- 
ciation, no agricultural journal, that we know 
of has voiced such a demand. The chemists 
and the manufacturers of fertilizers seem to 
be the sole power behind the movement, and 
they are not the people in whose interest fertil- 
izer legislation should be brought forward. 

‘* ‘Our second reason for opposing the scheme 
is that it affords an opportunity to supersede 
some very good and effective State laws by an 
inferior national law. Better let well enough 
alone. Our fertilizer laws are not perfect, 
perhaps, but they are too good to jeopardize. 
There is no reason to believe that a national 
law would be any better or that it could be 
enforced any better than our present laws. 
There is every reason to suspect, from the 
backing the scheme has, that it would not be 
as good as our present system, and there is 
always a chance that new legislation of this 
character will prove defective. 


*“**And another reason is that such legisla- 
tion Is poor business policy. We now have 
fertilizer laws in operation wherever fertil- 
izers are used, and we have the machinery 


to enforce them in every State. If State laws 
were superseded by a national law the present 
system would become obsolete and a big na- 
tional bureau be necessary. Such an addition 
to the force of the Department of Agriculture 
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is not desirable. Such a concentration of 
power at Washington is not In the interest of 
the people in all things—and this is one of 
them. We would suggest to the official chem- 
ists that they wait until the farmers of the 
country, who use over $100,000,000 worth of 
fertilizer a year, speak for a national law.’ 

“It is therefore recommended by your com- 
mittee that it be continued, but with instruc- 
tions to secure if possible the collaboration of 
the great fertilizing interests in the perfec- 
tion of a measure which in the future may be 
submitted to the Congress of the United States 
with the joint approval of the manufacturing 
interests and the Association of Official Agri- 
cultural Chemists.’’ 

After further discussion the report was 
adopted by the convention, and it is the 
belief of those who are most deeply in- 
terested in the subject that the matter of 
federal legislation has been disposed of 
for several years to come.
